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INTRODUCTION 


On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Xrauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war crininals 
conducted by the U.S. Govemnent fron 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (im") held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and stateaents, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
ainute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
cleoency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 


The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound voluaes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution stateaents and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents frees various toemberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbcxind, are predoninantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 


Minute books, in two bound voluaes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound voluaes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound voluaes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
cownitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
voluaes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 


Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crises trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived froi the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order ?547 of May 2, 1945; *the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent' cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many yea 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible- for the general direction of the fir^, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-tb-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of F;rben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP.

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 

1 The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of Billions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to connit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von dcr Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats. 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in. which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, lumber, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; NA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

DIGS: 


The tribunal convened in CourtHoorn 600, Palace of Justice, 
at 930. 

The Deputy Marshal reported that all defendants were present 
in the Court Room, with the exception of the defendants lurater 
and Hoerlein, excused due to illness. 


The Proseedtlga opened the proceedings by calling the witness 
Dr. Heinrich Dieckaann. The Tribunal admonished witness for his 
lengthy answers in yesterdays session and directed him to answer 
further questions mo is directly. Dr. Dix, counsel for Schneider 
then continued his cross-examination of the witness. 


The Prosecution objected to questions put to witness concern¬ 
ing British "shadow factories" as being outside the scope of 
proper cross-examination. The Tribunal sustained the objection. 


The Prosecution asked if Defense could point out any place in 
the affidavits signed by witness that covered his question ret 
Witness* ideas on aggressive war. 

The Defense Counsel stated he would examine the documents and 

that he had concluded his cross-e x am in ation. 

• • 

The Tribunal announced that Counsel could examine the documental 
and return to the podium after Dr. Lumaert, Counsel for Kuehne, 
had completed his cross-e x am in ation. Dr. Lummert then conducted 
his cross-examination. Dr. Hoffmann, Counsel for von der Heyde, 
then cross-examined tne witness. Dr. Dix then explained his last 
question which had been questionable. 
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The Prosecution stated their view was that the question 
was not proper at thie time but should be taken up during the 
Defense case in chief* After deliberation, the Tribunal over¬ 
ruled the objection. The Prosecution then conducted his re-examin- 
action. 


Counsel for Schneider then cross-examined the witness on tasti- 
given in re-direct examination. There being no further queet- 
the witness was excused. 


The Prosecution called as their next witness Dr. Gerhard 
Schrader. Head, Pflanzenachutx-Laboratorium, Slberfeld, for direct 
examination concerning hie affidavits, exhibits 663, and 654 and 

was ao examined. 

Judge Morris then asked the witness if he had sworn to the 
answers contained in Document HI 7671, Sxh. 654, as being the truth 
The witness' answer was negative. He then asked if all answers 
therein were the truth. The witness atatad, that they were the 
truth. 


Dr. Kelte, counsel for Hoerlein, then cross-examined the wit¬ 
ness. The Prosecution conducted their re-direct examination. There 
being no further questions, the witness was excused. 

The Prosecution called as their next witness Paul Koerner, 
prisoner, former Dnder Secretary in the Four Year Plan, for direct 
examination concerning hie affidavits, exhibits 402, 422, 468, and 
682. Mr. Sprecher conducted the direct examination. Dr. Boettcher, 
counsel for von Sc>nitzlor, cross-examined the witness. 

Dr. Flaechsner, counsel for Buetefiech, then cross-examined 
Dr. Koerner. Ur. Sprecher questioned the witness in re-direct 
examinatlen. 


Dr. von Keller, counsel for von Schnitzler. then cross- 
examined the witness concerning questions brought up during re¬ 
direct.. 

There being no further questioning the witness was excused. 

The Prosecution called, as their next witness Erich Gritzbach, 
former Ministerial Director of the Staff Office of the Prussian 
Mirfcter-President for direct examination concerning his affidavit, 
exhibit 403, and was so examined. 

Dr. 5eettcher, counsel for Kr&uch cross-examined the witness. 

Dr. Dix, counsel for Schmitz, then cross-examined Gritzbach. 

The Prosecution then questioned the witness in re-direct ex¬ 
amination. The witness was excused. 

Whereupon the Tribunal adjourned at 16.22, until Friday, 

17 Oct 1947.

The Deputy Marshal reported that all defendants were present In 
the Court .Room, with the exception of the defendants Wurstsr and 
Hoerlein, excused due to illness. 


The Tribunal opened the proceedings by requesting Defense Counsel 
to announce what affiants of affidavits, introduced under Count 1 Q, 
they desired as witnesses for cress examination. 

Dr. Halts, speaking for all dsfense counsel, stated they desired 
to examine all affiants but requested they be allowed to cross- 
examine Erueger and Noack under Count II.

The Prosecution then announced their general plans for the next 
few weeks. Th< Prosecution called their witness Walter Warlimont, 
prisoner, former Chief of Staff, War Economy Office end Armaments 
office of OEW, for direct examination concerning his affidavit 
Exhibit -19C and was so examined. The witness corrected several errors 
in translation to the English language. 

Judge Morris rsquested the purpose of introducing Exhibit 490, 
affidavit signed by the witness, and its connection with the defend-

as. Dr. Krause, counsel for Lautenschlaege^* and Jaehne cross 




Tb» Prosecution called, u their next witness, Paul Dencker, 
foraer Principal Manner of Central Accounting Department Z.G. 

Farbo nIn dustrie A.G., for direct examination concerning hia affidavit) 
exhibit# 50, 548, 696, and 670, and waa ae examined. 

The witness corrected the German copies ef the exhibit 696. 

The following exhibit# were also corrected 670 , 50. 

Ceunael for Gajewekl then cream examined the witneea. The Tri¬ 
bunal admonished witness for hi# lengthy answers. 

Dr. Sllcher, ceunael for von Knlerlem. then cross examined the w: 
witneea. There being ns re-direct examination the witness waa ex¬ 
cused. 

The next witness far the Prosecution, Max Zeidelhack, waa 
called for direct OTamlnation. The witness waa fermsr Ministerial 
Director of Any Ordnance office, and waa examined concerning his 
affidavits exhibits 617, 673 and 696. The witness corrected certain 
passages in the translations of Exhibit 617. The Tribunal reminded 
witneea to enamor all questions briefly and concisely. 

Dr. Garthsr, ceunael for Dr. Ambros cross oxamlned the witness. 

He requested that the defendant Ambrea be allowed to conclude the 
cross examination concerning the technical aspect of the affidavits 
ef the witness. The tribunal consented and the defendant Akbres 
cross-examined the witness. 

The witness objected to the manner of questioning of the defend¬ 
ant Ambros and his inaietance on answering every question with ■Yes" 
or "No". 

The Tribunal reminded witness that he vaa not bound by such 
answers but to keep his answers brief. Dr. Ambros continued the 
cross examination. 

The Tribunal reminded Dr. Ambros to keep in mind that the 
affidavits signed by witness covered only a narrow field concerning 
chemicals and te keep within these bounds. 

The Prosecution objected te questions concerning witness' 
belief in the truth ef statements made by the defendant Ambros in 
interrogation of the witness. The objection was sustained. There 
being no further examination, the witness was excused. 

The Prosecution called as their next witness Juergon von Elenck, 
assistant to Dr. Ambros in Special Committee "C" I.G. FarbenIndus trie 
A.G, for direct examination concerning his affidavit, exhibit 619. 

In the direct examination the witness added one sentence te his 
affidavit and corrected several sentences. 

Dr. Gerther, counsel for Aeferoa, cross examined the witness. 

There being no re-direct examination, the witnssi was excused. 

Mr. Du Bela of the Prosecution explained the documents to be 
Introduced under Count 1 7 and than introduced the documents subject 
to objection.

Touching upon anothar sattar, tha Tribunal rulad that on 26 ITovasbar 1947, 
tha proaaautlon had indiaatad in opan court that it would raat ita aaaa in ohiaf 
with certain rcacrvatlona on or about 3 Daaasbar 1947. Tha Tribunal thereupon 
announced that whan tha proaaautlon had raatad ita case it would raoaaa until 
16 and 19 Daaasbar 1947 to haar tha opaning atatenanta of tha defanaej and 
that upen tha eospletioc of aald opening atatesanta, it would again raaaaa to 
12 January 1948. Tha defanae objected to thia schedule upon tha grounda that 
it did not provide tuff talent tine for tha preparation of tha aaaaa of the 
dafandanta. Tha indletaact In thia caaa vaa filed on 5 key 1947 and tha 
'-^rahal oonpletad tha aarvlaa of tha ladicfeaent on tha defendant* on 7 July 
1947. Tha dafandanta vara arraigned on 14 Auguat 1947 and tha opanlng 
•tetaamt of tha proaaautlon saa heard on 27 Auguat 1947. Tha trial haa 
baan in prograaa ainaa tha laat sectioned data, but there have baan frequent 
raoaaaaa ao that only fifty-thre* day* have baan contused in tha cova-a* of 
the trial. For the soat part tha Tribunal haa baan in aaaaion for a four 
day weak. Thia arrangcs«t vaa sad a at the raquaat of tha counaal for tha 
dafandanta in ordar to provide them with sore tls* for preparation. 
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The Tribunal fully realises the aagnitude of this case and the burdens 
that rest upon eouasel for the defense, keeping In *ind however the positive 
obligation imposed by Article 6 of Uilitary Oovernnent Ordinance Iwber 7, 
that the trial shall be confined to an expeditious hearing of the issues and 
that striat measures shall be taken to prevent any unreasonable delay. The 
Tribiaal feels that it is in no position to aakc further concessions with 
respect to thp presentation of the defense. Under these eireuastancas, the 
Tribimal would not be justified in approving any further delay In the ease. 

As to the notion on behalf of the defendant KugleT' end the objections to 
Sxhibit 1015, which was narksd for ldantlfieation only, there had been no 
showing as to duress according to the law and therefor# the notion is over¬ 
ruled and the exhibit ia received into evidence. 

On 1 December 1947, the Trlbual received e letter fron the language 
Division, Office of Chief of Counsel for War Crimes, etating that to dete, 
no documents had been received for translation fra any defense oounsel. 

The Tribunal would not hold with eny daisy in the trial due to lack of 
processing of opsnlng spaashes, notions, or docunents. 

Dr. Kelts stated the renarka eonecning the language Dlvielon were false 
since he personally sent twenty-five docunente to then for translation 
which were returned with the rrark that doouosnte would be received for 
)translation in book fern only.* 

Tbs Tribunal announced that they would look into the natter end give defense 
a report on their findings. 

"he prosecution called Otto Chlendcrf, Gernan national, presently on trial 
in another court, for direct cxanlnatlon concerning his affidavit. Exhibit 1599. 
The witness was forcer sinisterlal director of coononics, S8 Gruppcnfuehrcr, 
end Chief of Office III in the Reich Security Offloe (RSHA). He was sworn 
end exanlned. 

Dr. EoffWe’n, counsel for vor. der Reyde, arose-examined the witness. 

The prosecution asked defense counsel how hie question concerning the witness's 
'.:r.owledge of gassings at Auechwltt had anythin to do with the affidavit upon 
which the witness wts being questioned. 

The defenee counsel withdrew hie question and retired, whcreup>on Dr. 

Flaeehsner, eoxnsel for Suetefiseh, or os s-examined the witness. 

E k. Hoffmann again cane forward and cross-examined the witness. 

Kr. Sprecher, for the prosecution, questioned the witness in re-direct 
•xa siiat Ion. 

The wltneas wae then excused. 

Bull Ehaann, Gercan national, former eeployae of the Gar ran It my CrdnaDee 
Cffiee, was than called for direct examination concerning his affidavits, 

Exhibits 1819 and 1820. 

Ths prosecution waived the right of dir set examination. 

Dr. Gather, counsel for Ambros, eroaa-exanlned the witness on the 
•.entente of the affidavits. ' 

The Tribunal interrupted the oross-exaEination to announoe that the letter, 
sarllar aentloned by Dr. Kelts, had been received ly the Tribunal through 
regular channels end was in the possession of the presiding Judge, who 
observed that the prosecution should have their proper copies. 
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Dr. Gather continued hia extrication, introducing-the following document 
for identifieation.

The Tribunal again interrupted the eroea-examinatlon to rule on the re- 
conaideratlon of ita ruling concerning the admittance of affldavita of 
deceaaed afflanta. The action aa aubmitted by the proaecution waa overruled 
by a Majority of the Tribunal.

Judge Hebert atated, for the record, that he could not coneur with the 
opinion of hia col league a. However, aince he me in the minority, the rulii^ 
atood.

He requeated the Tribunal to take notice of the letter 
aubmltted by him which gave the defence eounael'a view* ae to the irrelevant 
parta of the docuaanta mentioned and requeated the Tribunal to make their 
deelaion. 

The proaecution atated that they had, on their own, atruek thoae parta of 
the document# they thought were irrelevant. 

The Tribunal hod already admitted the documenta and would rule aa to the 
relevaney themaelvea. 

Th«y further atated that Paragraph 2 of Exhibit 1611 waa the cauae of the 
dlaagrcement between proaecution and defence. 

The Tribunal waa of the opinion that concerning Exhibita 1490 and 1611 and 
1630, Ik-. Helte ah maid leave the entire matter of competency and weight to 
the Tribunal. They then aaked 11 the proeeeution agreed. 

The proaecution atated that they would agree providing they could aubalt 
a brief aa to their eontentiona. 

It waa ao agreed. 

The proaecution then offered the firat page of Exhibit 1608 in evidence. 

Dr. Helte etated that the firat page of the document had been further 
backed up by the offering of Exhibita 1850 and 1851 by the proaecution in 
yeaterday'a aeaeion. Be reminded the Tribunal tlmt at the time of the 
offering of Exhibit 1608 he had read into the record hia objeeticne which 
■ere the aame objection he had made the tine the doei»ent waa offered before

Boon, with tha axeaption of tha dafandant Oajewaki, axouaad dua to illnaaa. 

Tha Praaidlne Judja opanad tha procaadin** by announoin* that Judga Horria 
"* ill «nd would not ba praaant «t today’a aaaalon. If, howarar, ha wma 
praaant at tceorrow’a aaaalon, tha Tribunal would, haar tha opanin* atataeanta 
of tha dafanaa. If hla illnaaa wda it naoaaamry fee hie to ba abaant at 
tororrow'a aaaalon, tha Tribunal Would raoaaa until January 12 and on that data 
would haar tha o pa nix* at* tar. act a. Jud*a Shaka furthar at* tad ttwt thara 
■ora aararal routina a* ttara to ba tnkan up at thla tic a. Ba amounoad that 
in tha aaaalon on 29 Au*uat, Docunost PS 3337 waa offarad, but tha dooueant 
actually fllad with tha Saoratary G acral waa PS 3373. Thia appaarad on pa*a 287 
of tha tranaorlpt. Ea ordarad that tha peopar doounant ba fllad and tlat it ao 
• ppaar oo tha racord. 


Thera wa alio a action bafora tha Tribunal fro* tha dafanaa raquaatln* tha 
Froaecution aaka availabla oartain doouaanta, atatawenta and intarrotationa of 
defondanta which war# tha baala for affidarita ai^nad by tha dafandanta and 
introducad into aridanoa. At tha tie a tha notice na nda tha Tribunal atatad 
th-t thar would jlra aa oh a Ida fiftaan elmtaa for thair arjowanta. Dr. Die, 
counaal for Sehnaidar, aakad that tha raoorda of tha lntarr opt Iona of tha dafandant 
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Schneldar ba turned over to his line a. In hia views, tba jfctura portrayed 
in tha affidavit *■ • not oorraot and eontainad aaxxy arrora. The repcrta 
to the C-aatapo. the aurrandv of planta and other polnta vara not oorraotly 
ah own in tha final affidavit#. 


Tha tranaoripta of lntarrogationa to other nllitary organisations oould not, 
in hia opinion, be turned over unlaaa approved by that aganoy or aome other 
o cd patent intelligence agency, imemuch «a tha Depertwent of Juatlce and other 
'Jtaited Stataa aganolaa are atill intereated in X.O.'a internal aaaata and in 
acne oaaea tha statements svda involved auoh aaaata. Ha later pointed out tha 
rulinga of other Triton* 1 # in auch natter a and requeated, on tha baaia of hia 
argument and tha ruling of other Tribumla, that tha requests be overruled. 


Dr, Rudolf Din than argued tb*t if a record, vhloh ante-dated an indiotwnt 
v»a uaad aa a baaia for an affidavit and if the latter vara offered in evidence, 
*nd the latter only inoluded a ausrwtlon of the original dooum#nt, then defenae 
should have aooeaa to them. Alao, the original vaa obvioualy the doounent on 
vhloh the indictment wa baaed. 

At tbia tire ha »de a notion that all docunente vhioh were the oontextural 
baaia for affidavlta aubnitted be end# available to the defenae. 

Dr. Eahaut Dix enlarged briefly upon the etatemmta nade l If Dr. Rudolf Dix. 


The Tribune! announced the natter would be talon under adviaement. 


The Tribunal atated it would be a burden of tranaoription and tranaletion 
to read each • lengthy.notion. 
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Dr. Rudolf Dix, counael for the defendant Sohnlts, atated that the question 
raised vaa in part one of principle, stating if the exhibits were offered to 
the Tribum 1 in part, than the defense should have the right to see not only 
the exoerpta, but the whole docunenta. He further atated that if the affidavits 
of defendants ware to be adwlooible, then the whole affidavit aust be jroduced 
to get a complete understanding of tha situation. 


Dr. von Metsler atatwd that tha explanations of hia oolleaguea ware the 
aantinenta of he and hia olient. 


tt. Spreeher, for the proeecuticn, atated that the applications from 
defendants were fcr statements mde after tha oollapae of Garmry, to members 
of tha proseoution staff and it was Important to oatagoriee each affidavit. 


Counael far Seefliger had requested all atatesceta aade by hia. 

In thie connection, Document KI 8972 "a aade before members of the proseoution 
staff and oopiea were given to the defense oounael. Document HI 7068 ma not 
a iwfg atatenant or affidavit aid KI 1509 vaa a statement formrded to the 
proseoution by the Anar lean military authorities in Frankfurt. The jroaeoution 
objected to the turning over of the latter twj doousenta. 


Tha defendant Sohaita had requeated all statsnents made prior to hia 
Indiotnent. The proaeoution would twn over those statements mde prior to 
the indiotnent of tha defendant, if auch statement# were nmde before members 
of the proaeoution staff. 


Counael for the defendant Schneider had requeated the interrogation 
tranaoripta of 27 Uarch 1947 when statement# vere given by the defendant befere 
OOC n«mbera aid tha reaacn for their requaata w*a that the defenae oounael 
desired the above statements to prajvra the c.-oaa-exanlnatlon of the defendant. 


Dr. von Rattler, speaking for all defense oounael, began to read a motion 
for a finding of xxjt guilty of all defendants under Count 1 and 5 and spoliation 
in *u stria and Sudetenland-Creohoalovakia . The proseoution requested that the 
motion bo filed and that the Tribiral aid proaeoution be giver a chance to see 
the motion and anawer in writing. 



Defense oounaal stated that he wa« under the irpreeelon that today'* 
session ■■ r«nrv»d for auch aotloae ard that hie notion should be before 
the Tribunal and ruled upon before the defense' opening statements. 


Dr. Dlx, oounaal for Sohnitx, abated that in hia view, the notion 
ahould be read if only for the reaaon that the public ahould be inforoed of 
the contact a of auch an important notion. 


The Tribunal ruled that the request to read the notion be denied. 

The Tritaunal panted the jroaecaitlan until 5 January to file their enawer to 
the notion. 


At thia tic# Dr. Beirut Dlx, counael for defendant Sohnelder, stated that he 
had received an answer froa the proaeoution to hia request to travel abroad. 
However the answer dealt with travel to Crechoalovnkia and Poland and his 
dsairs was for peraiaalon to travel to the Waat and Vorth of Gerrmny. 

The Tribunal stated that foreign travel Involved emaj queationa over whloh 
the Tribunal had no jurladietlce. However, if perciaaion could be obtained, the 
Tribunal would" oooperate in every nay poaeible. 

At thia tine Dr. Aaohenauar, counael for Gettineau, bepn to read a notion 
ruling out Control Counoil Inw Punber 10, aaaerting that the law la void beoauae 
of the Gernan-2uaaian aecret treaty of 23 Auguet 1939. 

The Proaeoution objeoted to the reading of the notion slnoe they bed not 
reoeived e copy of the notion, did not know ita contents, and therefore the 
defense had not observed the twenty-four hour rule. 


Defenee oounaal argued the Secretary General,*** Defense information Center 
hnd reoeived this notion on 9 Jn-jary 1947j therefore it nuat be in the handa 
of the proaeoution. 

After argument frm both aidea it w«a r curad that wither the proaeoution, 
Tribunal, cr the Ssslatant Seoretary General, had received the notion, and the 
Tribunal ruled that it would be carried over until the next session. 


thereupon the Tribunal adjourned «t lliSl A.h*

Iha Deputy Marahal reported that all dafandanta were praaent In tha 
Court Xooa, with tha exoaptlan of tha dafandant Haefliger, azouaad due to 
lllnesa, and tha dafandant Ichneldar, axoueed to prepare hi a dafanaa. 


Dr. Volta, counaal for tha dafandant Hoarlaln, re qua a ted that hi a 
client be axcuaad at 11 o'clock for tta reat of tha day In ordar that 
ha might prepare hi a caaa.

*i aocepted. an affidavit by Dr. 7rani Ludwig Dialing be also accepted, as a 
Defease exhibit. The Tribunal stated that it would rule on this notion Airing 
tha afternoon session. 

Dr. Salmt Dix askad that tha affidavits of the Defendant Schneider 
be stricken on tha grouads that they were obtained on tha basis of a Military 
Covarnnsnl decree. 


Dr. Dix, calling the attention of tha Tribuzaa to the difficulty 
in obtaining testlnony from foreign countries, askad to ba allowed to submit 
two affidavit Just received from Paris. Tha Tribunal stated that it was 
obliged to deny his request. 

Mr. Sprechsr stated that because translations were not available 
of all Defense exhibits tha Prosecution had aade no specific objections, 
but that it believed its general position vms clear as to tha relevancy and 
weight of tha evidence submitted during tha last days of the trial. 


Dr. Valte charged that tha affidavit of Mr. Ungar covering the 
content of Document 51-1*997 was inaccurate. The question was prlMrily the 
translation of tha word a Tersuch a . The Tribunal ordered that the entire 
dooameat XI-1*997 be included with Mr. Ungar 1 s affidavit, Prosecution 
Xxhlblt 2262 , Xl-15299, without being translated or processed. 

Dr. ftidolf Dix observed that there vers serious inaccuracies in 
the translation of his final plea and askad that the interpreters not follow 
tha inglish version too doeely. The Tribunal observed that Counsel sms 
entitled to have the tranalation say what ha vantsd it to say, and advised 
Counsel to mxtait any corrections in the translation informally in writing. 
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Dr. fcdolf Dix asked the Tribunal to aake srrangansets for tha 
assistants and secretarlss of Defease Counsel to have places la the courtroom. 
Tha Tritenni invited Defense Counsel to discuss the question with it and the 
Marshall in chasbers.

1. ill of the defendants, acting through the Instrumentality 
of FARBSV rnd otherwise, with divers other persons, during a period 
of years preceding 0 Key 1945, participated In the planning, prepara¬ 
tion, Initiation and waging of war6 of aggression and invasions of 
othEr countries, which wars of aggression end invasions were also 

in violation of International laws and trestles. All of the de¬ 
fendants held high positions In the financial, industrial rnd 
economic life of Germany and committed tnesc Crlocs against Peace, 
as defined by Article II of Control Council Law No. 10, In that 
they were principals lr., accessories to, ordered, abetted, took a. 
consenting pert in, wore connected with plpns and enterprises in¬ 
volving, arid vert members of organ 1 rations or groups, Including 
FARBEM, which were connected with, tne commission of onid crlaco. 

2. The invasions rnd wars of rggrceslon referred to In the 
preceding paragraph were as follows: cgalnst Austria, 12 March, 1938; 
agolnst Czechoslovakia, 1 Octooer, 1938, «nd 15 March, 1939; 'goinot 
Poland, 1 September, 1939; against the United Kingdom rnd Franco, 

3 September, 1939; against Denmark and Norway, 9 April, 1940; against 
3elglun, the Netherlands '•nd Luxembourg, 10 Kay, 1940; against 
Yugoslavia and Greece, 6 April, 1941; agolnst the U.S.8.R., 22 June, 
1941; and against the United States of America, 11 December, 1941. 

3. In these Invasions rnd wars of '•ggression, many millions 
of people wore murdered, tortured, starved,, enslaved and robbed;

millions of homes were left In ruins; tremendous Industrial capacity 
necessary to maintain the standard of llvlog of peoples all over 
the world wa6 destroyed; agricultural land oapable of feeding 
millions of people was laid In waste; rnd a large part of the world 
wrs left In economic and political chaos. The life and happiness 
of all peoples of the world were adversely effected e's the result 
of these Invasions and wars of aggression.

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4. In 1921 Adolf Hitler bco^ne the supreme leader or 
fuehrer of the H-tlon^l Socialist German iorkers P*rty, also 

known ns the No si Pirty. The or in points of the Ur si P-rty-

Progr-a, which remained unaltered until the party’s dissolu¬ 


tion in 1345, were to abrogate and overthrow the Treaties of 
Veraallies and Saint Germain, rnd reconstitute the Wchrmncht; 
to require territories lost by Germany as the result of 


World War I; to acquire all other territories in Europe 


assortedly ocouplcd by so-colled "racial Gtr«aena"; «nd to 
ocaulrc such other territories in theiorld rs might bo 
"noeded" by the Girasns for "Lebensraun". The Nntla pro¬ 
claimed thrt persons of eo-collcd "German blood" were o 
"master roco" rnd were entitled to’ subjugate, doalnote, and 
exterminate other "races* and peoples, rnd thot wor was 

i 

a noble and necessary German notlvlty. The Nazis proposed 
to schlevo their ends by any aeons deemed ooportuno, in¬ 
cluding resort to force nnd aggressive war. The pollcioo and 
prognm of the N«il P-rty were con-tinually and publicly 
reiterated and were matters of common knowledge. 

5. F4P3EN was a power in the world a generation boforo 
the Nazis. In 1925 FARBEN wns not only the greatest industrial 


combine ever forned in Germany but one of the greatest in 


the world. By 1939, its size nore than doubled, FARBEN 
surpassed any single lndustrlol group in Gcrm/my In tooh- 
nologlcrl and financial influence nnd in the magnitude of 
its interests *nd affiliations. FARBEN’e domestic partici¬ 


pations comprised some 400 German firms, including manufac¬ 
turing plants, sales companies, ond ,/ower lnetallatlone._ 
FARBEN owned its own railroads, lignite and bituminous coal 
mines, electric power plants, coke ovens, and magnesite, 
gypsum and solt mines. FAR3EN'6 foreign participations 
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numbered over 500 firms, and Its foreign manufacturing plants 
and holding companies blanketed 2 urope. FaHBZN 1 s sales compah- 
1 os, research flra6, and other agencies were located In every 


Important comerclal and Industrial center In the world. 

6. Hitler, with hie program of war, and FaRBEN^ which 

• 

could make Germany (with very scanty natural resources essential 
for mar aside fron coal) self-sufficient for war, found a 
basis for close collaboration as early as 1932. The FARB2N 


leaders and other Industrialists saw the Nazi movement growing 
and saw In It the opportunity to extend their economic dominion. 

7. about November, 1932, the defendants BU2T2FISCH and 
GATTIN2UU, representing FaRBZN, visited Hitler in Munich and 
discussed the question whether FaHBZN oould look to him and his 
party for support in the development of the FAH3ZN hydro- 

go nation process for producing synthotic gasoline. FARBZN 
had boen contemplating abandonment of Its costly synthotic 
production and- research. Hitler Informed tho FARB2N repre¬ 
sentatives that ho would support then in tho dovolopnont of tho 
hydrogenation process, and assured them that eynthotic gasoline 
flttod Into hie program. 

8. In tho Rolchstag election of 6 Novcmbor 1932, tho 
Natl Party loot two allllon votes and 3d soats. At this point 
tho Nazi Party wae In a critical situation. Largo bills woro 
unpaid and tho coffers woro empty. On 8 Docember 1932, Joseph 
Ooobbols wrote in hie diary: *Sovero dcpreselon prevails *** 
financial troubles make all organized work Impossible *** tho 
danger now exists of tho wholo party going to pieces." at

9. On *1 January 1933, a meeting wae held at the Cologne 


hone of tho banker, Baron Kurt von Schrocder, for tho purpose 
of forming an alliance between Franz von Papen and Adolf Hltlor. 
as a result of the neetlng, von Papen repeatedly discussed with 
Hlndenburg the formation of a cabinet with Hitler cs Chancellor 
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**nd vcr. Pa pen re Vice Chrr.ceilor. On 30 January 1933, Hlndcn- 
bu: g appointed 4dolf Hitler Chancellor of Geraeny. The Impend¬ 
ing Reichstag election of 5 Kerch 1933 presented e crucial test 
of Eitler‘6 pover. 

/ 

10. On 20 February 1933 the defendant VOK SCHKITZLeB, re- 
presenting FAR3EX, met Hitler at Goerlng'a 3erlln house. He 
found there Guetav Krypp von Bohlen una Halbach, heed of 
the Xrupp armaments coublne and President of the Reich Associa¬ 
tion of Geraan Industry, and other leading representatives of 
German Industry. Hitler declared hl6 treasonable purpose to 
seize pover by violence If ne failed to win it by votes. 

A-:ong other things he stated that: Private enterprise cannot 
be maintained In the age of democracy; when the defense of the 
existing order Is left to a majority. It will irretrievably 
go under; it is the noblest teak of a leader to find Ideals 
that ore stronger tr.an the factors that pull the pooale apart; 
he found them in Kotionellss, in the denial of reconciliation 
between nations, in the strength er.d pover of individual 
oor 60 nellty; if one rejeote pacifism, one must offer a new 

a 

idea In its place Immediately; we must not forget that all the 
benefits of culture mupt be Introduced more or less with an 
Iron fist, Just as once upon a tloo the farmers were forced t8 
plant potatoes; we must first golr. complete power If we want 
to crush the other side completely; only when one knows that 
one had reached the plnnaole of power, that there Is no further 
possible upverd development, shall one strike; now we stand 
before the last election; regardless of the outcome there will 
be no retreat; If the election does not decide, the decision 
must be brought about even by other means; there are only two 
possibilities, either to crowd back the opponent on constitu¬ 
tional grounds, and for this purpose once more this election, 
or a struggle will be conducted witn other weapons, which may 
deoond greater sacrifices; the Question of restoration of the 
rfehrmacht will not be decided at Geneva, but in Germany. 











11. the conclusion of the epeaph, Goerlng asked for

money, saying that, "The sacrifice -iskcd for would ho so nuch 
easier for Industry to bear if it realised that the election 
of 5 llarch would surely be the last one for the next ten years. 


probably even for the next hundred years". Krupp then expressed 
to Hitler the Industrialists 1 "Gratitude for havlnG Given us 


euci: a dear picture of hie ideas." 

12. FsRBSH answered Hitler's request for aid with a gift 
of -100,000 Helchsnorlcs, the largest contribution by a single 
firn that resulted fron the neetlng. Tho financial support 
thus Given to the Nazis proeptod Goerlng to state that in 

the olection "wo had the support of all industry". 

13. With the knowledge that he could oount on the backing 
and loyalty of FAR32N and other seotlons of industry. Hitler 
moved rapidly to dictatorship. Sevon days after the neotlng 

at Qoorlng's house, a decree was enacted suspending constitu¬ 
tional Guarantees of freedom and Giving Hitler powor to 
arrest persons and hold then in "protective custody". In tho 
5 iinrch olection Hitler won i-1 percent of tho total vote which 
together with the Hugonborg voto and tho forcible exclusion of 
tho Comunlst deputies, gave Hitler a majority in tho Reichstag. 
TThon the Reichstag not on 21 March, Hitlor introduced tho 
Enabling AOt, Giving him full legislative powers including 
tho powor to doviato fron the* Constitution. Ho nado it clear 
that further forcoful measures would bo tokeh if tho Enabling 


Act were not passed. It passe’d. 

1 -i. Hitler had yet to consolidate his dictatorial powor 
by destroying tho forces of freedom in Garznany before ho 
assaulted freedon in the world. Immediately Hitler needed 
more noney for "party" purposes. The special organizations of 
the party, such as tho SS and Sa, were heavy burdens on tho 
party treasury. FaRBEN nado substantial contributions to 
support and further these activities. 

15. Industry organized to support Hitler's political 
progran. Including reamanent and territorial aggrandizement. 
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In ipril 1933, Sac Belch Association of German Industry, of 
wr.'.ch F ABB Si w-'s o member, submitted to Hitler a plan for the 
reorganization of German Industry pccordlng to the 
Fjohrcrprinzlp (leadership principle); In transmitting the 
pl^n, Gustav Krupp stated that 'the turn of political events 
la In lire with the wishes which I, myself, Mid the Board of 
Director: hove cherished for a long time. In reorganizing 

the Belch Association of German Industry, I shall bo guided

by the 1cop if bringing the new organization Into agreement 
with the political nins of the German governments 

16. H* tier now made good to 7ARBEN the proalse he had 
given In 1932. In December 1933, FAB5EN entered Into on 
ngroemer t with the German government for tho enlargement of 
Its syi.thetlc gasoline.plant6. All the lncrcosed production 
wps guaranteed by the government, as to both price n nd soles. 

At cho some time FAR3EH began discussions with the government 
n-id its military agendas on synthetic rubbor rcscorch end 
began oonstruotlon of n secret magnesium plant. 

17. In 1934 FAB3H. 4 began to work even more closoly with 

tho Wchrm<'cht In the rearmament program ana conferences with 

tho military ■became moro and more numerous and urgont". 

Construction was started on 6ccrot stond-by plants for tho 

production of magnesium and explosives. In 1935 FABBEN 

plants began to prepare detailed pirns for war production and 

mobilization. "War Gomes" were conducted to determine tho 

effect of bonolng of factories on production and speed of 

replacement. Drastic secrecy measures were imposed at the 

direction of the Belch War Ministry with respect to all war 

production In FAR3Eh plants, including poison grs production. 

• 

18. As n result of the basis for collator "tlon established 
between Hitler and FABBSC In 1932, FAB3EIi concentrated its 
v^st resources on the creation and equipment of the German 
military machine for war. Invented new production processos 
and produced huge quantities of materials of war. Including 
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synthetic ru-fccr, syntactic gasoline, explosives, methanol, 
nitrotes and other oriticsl materials. Without then Germany 
could not have Initiated *>nd w^ged pggroeslve war. In order 
to accomplish this gigantic t-'sk, there took place between 
1933 and 1939 c tremendous expansion of FAR3ZN's manufacturing 
facilities far in excess of the needs of a peacetime economy, 
undertaken with the encouragement <*nd support of the Third 
Reich and financed primarily by the government. Having 
played an indispensable role in preparing Germany for 
aggreaalvo wars, FAflBEN then ployed on indispensable role in 
th*. w ging of such wrrs. Throughout the entire period, 

FARB2N contributed vast amounts annually to the NSDAP, its 
v»rlou8 organlratione, end to numerous special projects of 
Hitler, Himmler and other Natl leaders for the purpose of 
maintaining the NBDAP in power and financing its criminal 
activities. FAR3EN reaped huge profits and benefits no r 
result of the alliance which it established with Hitler in 
1932 and which w«a broken only by forco of arms in May 1945. 



19. FAR3EN cooper'-ted with Hitler In his curliest efforts 

to build up a vast mint ry machine in vlolntlon of the 

Versailles Treaty/ This Intimate cooperation made it 

necessary for FAR3EK to work closely with the Wehraacht. 3y 

2 September 1935, FARBZN's activities fell so exclusively in 

tho alllt-ry domain that FAn3£*Vs Central Cooi.'l.tteu of the 

Vorstand found.lt essential to establish in Berlin o military 

liaison agency, the Vermlttlungsstolle W, for the sole 

purpose of “providing in the cstaollshaent of military economy 

for n systematic cooperation within the I. G. and particularly 

for e centralized treatment of questions of military policy 

and cllit-ry technics." The functions of this agency w^rc to 

% 

coordinate the work of the existing plante with tut. general 
mobilization plan so that in cose of war FARBEN could regulate 
itself without outside interference, to hondlo all research 
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problem* relating to military production, and to discuss 
with the military agencies experiments In R£B2S laboratories 
for the development and production of offensive weapons. Such 
activities had teen carried on for sene tine by the defendant 
EbtfJCH In the production of synthetic gasoline, nitrogen and 
other products. TABSSB records of 1935 declared the purpose 
of Vcrr.lttluncsatelle 1 to be "the building up of a tight 
organization for ornament in the I. G. which could be 
inserted without difficulty Into the existing organization of 
tho I. G. and the Individual plants. In the case of war, I. G. 
FnRBrTJ will be treated by the authorities concerned with 
ornament questions as one big plant which In Its task for 
ornament, as far as It Is possible to do so from tho 
technical point of view, will rcjulnto Itself without any 
organizational lnflucnco fron outsldo.■ Tho Importance of 
this new organization to FaR 3Z!«’ Is shown by tho fact that 
tho Vorstand placed at Its head FaRBEN’s top scientist, the 
dofendnnt CaRL KRaUCH. 

20 . Ono of tho first responsibilities given to tho 
Vcmlttlung88tollo \1 by the Johrnacht was tho onforconent 
of stringent security measures In FaREEN dcelitned to onoblo 
Germany to aim for war with as llttlo notlco a6 possible to 
the outsldo world. This socurlty was of the nost far- 
reaching nature and covered all of FaRBEH's operations 
connected rith roamonent, Including production, contracts 

for production, patents, research and experimentation In tho 

• 

military field. This covered poison gas, oxploslvce, and 
other military Items. On 2 January 1936, on instructions 
fron the defendant TER LEER, a department for counter¬ 
intelligence 8orvico, defense against spying, sabotago and 
betrayal of working secrets was established In the Vornltt- 
lungsetello ff which worked in close cooperation with the 
Intelligence service of the «ehrnacht. 

21. One purpose of the Verolttlungs6telle W was to 
assuro secrecy, particularly In the field of patents. 
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FARSZN records etste: "The Supreme Command of the Army, 
Military Econoalc Staff, has frequently pointed out In 
discussions with respect to the necessity of keeping patent 
applications of Z. 0. secret - whether or not these patents 
resulted from the Joint experimental work of the I. G. with 
the Army officers or fron I. G.'s own initiative - that the 
Arny Is prepared to Indemnify and underwrite any donagos 
arising froa this enforced secrecy or arising froa tho fact 
that these patents cannot bo exploited.* 

22 . By 1934 FARBEX had worked out detailed plans for 
defending their plants against nlr raids. In 1935, tho 
Voralttlungsatclle V supervised Krlogasplelo or "War Gomes*, 
to determine the offoot of bombing on oortoln factories and 
the speed of replacement, and to train tho Luftwnffe In 
precision bombing. The Vcrolttlungsstclle W also octed as 
Intermediary between FAKBEi and the governnont in tho prepara¬ 
tion of noblllsotlon plane for FARBEX 1 e plants. Those plans 
set forth the production programs which each factory oould 
undortnke In tho cv«.nt of war. They wore dlsoussod in the 
Vorstond, and lnotructlons were issued to every FARBEN plant 
to prepare and deliver production piano to the Vormlttlungs- 
otclle V which submitted them to the Ministries of Wnr and 
Economics. FAR32<'a preparations for econoalc mobilization 
wore so well developed that the military authorities usod 
thorn os r basis for general war mobilization plans. 

23. September, 1939, and the Invasion of Poland, found 
FARSEN long since converted to a wartime footing. Tho fact 
thpt Gernany had formally gone to war required no more than 

a telegram from Vermlttlungsstelle W, doted 3 September 1939f 
■At the order of the Reich Economic Ministry, Dr. Ungewitter 
Just ordered all I. G. plants to switch at once to the pro¬ 
duction outlined in tho mobilization program. The minimum 
production recently fixed for Ludwigshafon and Oppau also 
goes Into effect Immediately with eooll changes. So far as 






She reserves of worhere presenting themselves at 
Ludwlgshafen and Oppau cannot be utilized effectively in the 
plant, they are to remain In readiness for employment elsewhere 
within I. G. Cur plants have been notified by telegrams." 

24. All of the aforegoing activities constituted vital 
planning and preparation for aggressive war. The defendant 
YO” SCHNITZLZR has stated: ■•••with the Increased tempo 
after 1936 the tfehrnacht became the prominent factor In the 
whole picture. Since 1934 a strong novemont for Investments in 
our plants for commodities of decisive military Importance 
became more and more pronounced with the main objeotlve of 
increasing the military potential of Germany. At first 
autarchic principles to cake Germany independent of 
Importation fron abroad was one of the loading objectives. 

Since 1936, the movement tooic an entirely military 
character and military roasons stood In the foreground. 

Hand In hand with this, the relations between I. G. and the 
TTohrnncht bcoarao more and noro Intimate and a continuous union 
between I. G. officials on tho ono side and the Wehrmacht 
representatives on tho other 6lde was the ocnooquonco of It." 

C. 

25. Hoarnament and reconstitution of tho Uohmacht 

were Indispensable to Hltlor ‘0 plans for conquest. In 

itprll 1936, Just after German troops entered the 

demilitarized zone of the Rhineland, Hitler appointed 

Ooerlng Coordinator fer Raw ilaterlals and Foreign 

Exchange and empowered hln to supervise all State and Party 

activities in these fields. In this capacity Goering on 

26 Lioy 1936 addressed a meeting of the Committee of Experts 

for Raw Uaterials Questions, his principal advisors. The 

defendant SCHLilTZ attended that meeting together with 

jf' 

representatives of the Ulnlstries of 17ar and Air, and other 
high government officials. Supply questions vital to "A-Fall" 
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(the code name for *0366 of War*) were‘discussed. Ooerlng 
emphasized that, once at war, Oernnny would be cut off from 
all oil imports; that slnoe a mechanized army and navy was 
dependent upon oil, the entire waging of war hinged on the 
solution of the oil problem. Goering also deolered that 
■rubber is our weakest point* ana indicated that considerations 
of cost wero ■immaterial*. Every subject. Including oil and 
rubber, was discussed at the meeting in the light of 
military requirements for waging war. 

26. Shortly thereafter, Carl Bosch, then prosldent of 
FARBEN, recommended to Goering that ho retain the defendant 

9 

KRAUCH to advise him in the planning and control of the 
cheoionl sector of the reernooent progr-a. KRAUCH was put in 
charge of research end devolopaent in Ooerlng 1 s newly 
creatod Office for German Raw Materials and Synthetics, 

27. On 8 Scptcnber 1936, at the Nazi Party rally In 
Nuernberg, Hitler announced the establishment of the Four Year 
Plan and the appointment of Goering as the Plenipotentiary in 
charge. The purpose of the Four Ye«r Plon was to make Germany 
reedy for war In four years. The Of floe <Jf the Four Year Plan 
was charged i/lth working out complete progrens for the 
development of plant capoclty in all fields vital to war mobili¬ 
zation, Including cheoionls, rubber, gasoline, and explosives. 

In a memorandum to Ooerlng explaining the objectives of the 
Four'Year Plan, Hitler stated that the final solution of 
Germany's problem lay !n the acquisition of new territories; 
that such acquisition wes the task of "the political 
leadership*; that In order for "the political lepdersblp* to 
exercise Its responsibilities, the German economy had to be 
mobilized for the purpose of making Germany self-sufficient 

in critical war materials. 

28. On 17 December 1936 in Hitler'8 presence, Ooerlng 

made a speech in the Preu6senhaus in Berlin in which he 

% , 

explained to a large audience of government officials and 
Industrialists the sine of the Four Year Plan. Bosoh and 
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the defendants KRaUCH and VON SGBIX1SL2?. were present. 

Goering ncde clear the Intention and decision of the Nazi 
Covernnent to wage war. He said onong other things: "The 
battle which wc are approac h i n g demands a colossal neasure 
of productive ability. No Unit on the rearmament can be 
visualized. The only alternative in this case 1s victory or 
destruction. If we win business will be sufficiently 
compensated.■ He ended his speech: "Our whole nation is at 
stake. 7e live In a tine when the final battle Is In sight. 

7o are already on the threshold of noblllzntion and we are 
already at war. All that Is lacking Is the actual shooting. D 
On 22 December 1936 VON SCHNITZLZR nado a confidential 
report to the responsible officials of F*R3£N on Hitler’s 
and Oooring 1 8 speeches "regarding the responsibilities of the 
German oconony In the application of the Four Yoor Plan.■ 

29. The defendant KRAUOH was appointed Chlof of the 
Departnent for Research and Development In the Offlco of tho 
Four Year Plan, the department responsible for preparing 
plans to make Germany solf-sufflclent for war. KRaUCH 
participated in nunorous conferences dovotod to military plan¬ 
ning at which flooring and othor high officials of tho Third 

• 

Reich wore present. Those meetings related to all phases of 
military mobilization and wore not United to the chemical 
field. For example, on 16 Juno 1937, a conference was hold 
among government officials and representatives of the Iron 
and Steel Industry. KRaUCH represented the Office for 
Gorman Raw Hatoriole. flooring colled for huge Increases In 
Iron production and reduction In the export of sonl- 
flnlshed Iron products. He stated that the purpose of the 
Four Year Plan was to create a foundation upon which prepara¬ 
tion for war might be accelerated; that warships, guns, ammuni¬ 
tion and munitions were to have first priority on Iron; that 
the export of Iron "nay easily facilitate the ornament of the 
enemy"; and that accordingly "the shipment of Iron to tho 
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so-called enemy countries like England, France, Belgium, 
Russia ond Czechoslovakia" was to be prohibited. 


1 


30. In the summer cf 1938, with the Invasion of 
Czechoslovakia Imminent, Ooerlng Intensified his economic 
measures In preparation for aggressive war. FAR3EN took 
the Initiative In reorganizing tha chemical program outlined 
by the Four Y6ar Plan in line vltli the requirements for 
waging war. Ooerlng took his first measures to speed up the 
program for chemical warfare and explosives at Karin Hall 
after the defendant KRAUCH had pointed out to him that the 
figures being relied on In preparation for war were incorroct ) 
and the danger of planning war on an inaccurate basis. On 

30 June 1938, KRAUCH and Ooerlng worked out the so-oalled 
■Korin Hall Plan", also called the "Krauoh Plan", which 
contnlned a new progrna for, produolng chemical warfare agonts 
(poison gas), exploelvee, rubber and gasoline production. 

The administrative basis hod been prepared by the defendant 
AMBR08 o few days prior thereto. Thereafter KRAUCH was 
appointed by Ooerlng as Plenipotentiary General of the Four 
Year Plan for Special Questions of Chemical Production and 
was vested with the identical powers suggested by AMBR08. 

KRAUCH was also appointed head of the "Reiohsamt fuer 
Wlrtschaftsnubou" (Reich Office for Economic Development). 

With the osslatnnco of koy technlool men of FARBEN, KRAUCH 
preporod special mobilization plans for the ohcmloal Industry, 
Including on olloontlon and priority system for labor 
nnd building materials. 

31, On 14 Octobor 1938, Ooerlng nnnounood to a 

conference of Important government officials, at which the 
defendant KRAUCH and other representatives of the Four Year \ 

Plan were present, that Hitler had ordered him "to carry out 

a gigantic program compared to which previous achievements 
are Insignificant". He stated that within the shortest 
possible time the Air Force must be Increased fivefold, the 
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2,'c.vy expended, and large stocks of ■offensive weapons, 
particularly heavy artillery pieces and heavy tanks" 
procured. Goerlng especially stressed the need for 
trcr.ondcue nilltnry production Increases In the fields of 
fuel, powder and explosives. 

32. The defendant KRAUCH In hie report of April, 1939, 
on the Eraucfc Plan to the General Council of the Four Year 
plan, outlining the progress of his production plans In the 
field of oil, rubber, powder, explosives and chenlcal 
warfare agents, stated: "Whon on 30 June 1938 the 
objectives of increased production In the spheres of work 
discussed hero, were outlined b7 the Field Marshal, It seened 
that the polltlool leadership could detorolno independently 
the tlnlng and extent of tho political revolution In Europo 
and could avoid a rupturo with a group of powers under tho 
leadership of Great Britain. Since karch of this year (the 
Invasion of Ctochoslovokla) thoro Is no longer any doubt that 
this hypothesis doos not exist any noro.■ And at the ond of 
his report: "If action does not follow upon thooe thoughts 
with tho greatest possible spood, all sacrifices of blood 

In tho next war will not spnro uo tho blttor ond which onoo 
before wo havo brought upon ouroelvos owing to look of 
foresight and fixod purpose." 

33 . Throughout his erploynent In tho Office of tho Four 
Year Finn, the defendant KRAUCK continued as n neribor of tho 
Vorstand of FsRBEH until 19-iO, when he was appointed Chalrnan 
of tho Aufslchternt. Kunorous officials and scientists 

of FaRSEH assisted hin In the Office of the Four Yonr Plan. 
The defendant BU2TSFISCH advised KRAUCH on natters pertaining 
to synthetic gasoline; the defendant AM3R0S, on buna 
production; the defendant WURSTSR, on sulphuric acids; and 
the defendant 8CKNSID51, on nitrogen. Ninety percent of 
the employees ir. KRAUCH 1 s office In tho Four Year Plan wore 
FaRBZK personnel. In their capacity as govornnent advisors 
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on crucial war materials, FAH3ZK employees conferred continually with 
government officials on military plans. ERAUCH ana the other FAR3SN 
technicians and scientists retained their positions with PARBEN and 
a :ntlnuo *. to receive their salaries fron FARSEN while holding 
governmental positions. 

34. The defendants herein and other FAHBEN officials and 
tochnlolnns held hoy positions In other German government agencies 
and of-lcos which participated In Germany's mobilization for war. 

Che defendant SCHMITZ was a member of the Reichstag. He was also a 
member of the Board of Directors of the Helchsbonk and president of 
its Curroncy Committee. The defendants VON 8CHNIT20SR, GATTIN2AU mjd 
inKK wore nenbers of the Council for Propaganda of the Goman Economy. 
In the Ministry of amanonts and l7nr Production, the defendant AMBROS 
was In charge of buna production and tho Chonlcal tfarfnrc Comr.lttoo; 
the dofondant BUZTEFI3CK headed tho hydrogenation committee and tho 
Econonlc Group for Liquid Fuels; tho defendant t/URSTER was In charge 
of sulphur and sulphuric compounds production. FiiRBSN cnployoos wore 
also onployod in the High Command of the Wchrr.n cht, tho Labor Front, 
the ministry of Aviation and the military Economy and araanonto 
Offioo of General Thonas. Nunoroue FaRBEN officials abroad hold 
loading positions In the AuolandsorganlentIon (tho Foroign Organiza¬ 
tion) of tho NSDaP and other government and party organizations abroad. 

35. Frcn 1934 on, the Rolchsgruppo Industrlo (Reich Group In¬ 
dustry), representing all of Goman Industry, and tho TTlrtschafts- 
’ruppo Cho Tlscho Industrie (Sccnonlc Group Chcnlcnl Industry), exor¬ 
cised governmental powers In the planning of Goman mobilization for 
war. These Economic Groups, on behalf of the German High Connnnd 
prepared Gemony's Industrial mobilization plans In conjunction with 
the various Industries. In the Rolch Group Industry, the defendant 

S Grill TZ was a member of the Sngerer Delrat Udvisory Council). Thp 
defendants SCHkITZ, VON SCHNITZLSR and JaEKNS were nenbers of tho 
Grosser Belrat (Greater advisory Council). FaRDZN was represented on 
all of tho Oroup v 6 Important committees. In the Economic Group Cherv 

loci Industry, VON SCHNITZLER was deputy ohalroan and nember of the 
Enrerer Belrat (Advisory Council). The defendant TER 2IEER was a 
member of the Praesldlun. The Group was subdivided Into ’Fachgruppen 
iSub-Groups), many of which were directed by FaRDSN officials, lrv- 
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eluding tiie defendants WURSTZR, 08T5R.V0K SCHNITZLER. AKBROS ord otheca 
36. FABBEH's domination of the chemical sector of the Four 


Year Plan and its role in the government as a whole was so well 
tactm that FARBEN was considered by Altert Speer to have been 
"promoted to rorernreental status", and was frequently referred 
to as "the State within the State". 


37. The major contribution which FARBLN rondered in the re¬ 
armament of Germany lay in making her oapable of waging war by 
rendering hor self-sufficient in throe orucial war materials osson- 
tiel to the waging of -ggrossive wer: nitrates, oil, and rubber. 

In all three, cases Germany had no natural resources and was in¬ 
capable of planning, preparing, or waging aggressive wer Without 
FARBLH's development or processos for manufacturing them 
3ynthoticoily. 

30. FARE;-* developed the Hobor-Bosch proooos for the fixation 
of nitrogen from sir. Nitrogen is tho baoic olenent in nitrates 

production. FAUBTJ2 became tho largest nitrates producer in tho 

% * 

world. Germany, through the inatrumentality of FARBLN, not only 
became Golf-sufficient in nitrates but prior to the war replaced 
Chile as the main rouroo of supoly for othor countries. FARBLN and 
its subsidiaries producod 34 poroont of Gornuny's oxplosivc* and 
70 poroent of Germany's gunpowder from its nitrogen production. 

39. Germany hed practically no netural oil. On 26 May 1936, 
Coering ennour.ocd to the defendant SCKHTTZ end tho other members 
of the Cosnitteo of Experts for Raw Materials Questions, that the 
oil problem had to bo solved to eneblo Germany to motorizo tho 
’■/ehmacht er.d propare for war. FARBLN dcvolopod the hydrogenation 
process whereby coal could be converted into lubricating oils and 
gasoline. As a result of the conference between Hitler and tho 
defendants BUi.TEFISCB and G-TTINLAU in 1932 (referred to in para¬ 
graph 7), FARBEN continued its developmental work which it hod ooil- 
sidcrod abandoning. By spring of 1933 FARBEN's quantity production 
of synthetic gasoline»s well underway. A top technical official 
of FARBEN has 3tatcd: "After six yews of efforts, I.G, solved 



/ 


the question of producing synthetic gasoline from brown coal on 
a large scale in the spring of 1933 *** the oxpcrience of I.G. in 
thio field was absolutely necessary for the conduct of a pro¬ 
longed war". In 1943 FARBLN produced all tho lubricating oil 
nanufacturod in Gomcny, end ita processes accounted for noarly 

all German production of synthetic gasoline. Tho hydrogenation of 

% 

coal into gasoline by F.-JtBLN enabled tho Wchraacht to plen and 
prepare for aggressive war based on the rapid movement of tanks 
and aircraft, notwithstanding Germany’s dofioioncy in natural 
petroleum. 

40. Gomcny had no netural Rubber. FARBLN discovered that 
synthetic rubber could clso be obtained from ooel. This discovery, 
together with the production of synthetic gosolinc, by a single 
stroke made possible the ncohonizatJon of the ’Johrmacht indopend- 
ontly of foreign supplies. After Hitler cano Into power, offorta 
to produco synthetio rubber in sufficient quantities for tho 
waging of war were groatly intensified. In 1942 FARBLN controlled 
91.1 percent of synthetic rubber production throughout the world. 

In 1943 FARBLN accountod for 100 poroent of Germany's total pro¬ 
duction of synthetio rubber. A top tochnical official of FARBLN 
has stated: "It would not have beer, posciblo to oarry on the war 
for scvcrol yoars without X.G.'a buna." 

41. After Hitler's seizure of powor, FARBLN dcvolopcd 
another production program, unrelated to its usual linos of 
chemical production, which was indispcnsablo to tho croation of 
tho Luftweffo. This was tho production of light metals used in 
the manufacture of aircraft ond ordnanoc, of which magnesium and 
magnesium alloys \*cre the moat important. FARBLN increased its 
nogneaiun production between 1930 end 1942 by ovor 4,000 porccnt, 
and its aluminum production by over 1,300 ocrccnt. 

42. FAR3IN performed most of the research for the secret 

development of poison gas for war. The experiments wore oarried 
out by FARBLN employees under the direction of the defendants 
--0ERLLIN, AKBROS, aa>d TD? in olose cooperation with the 
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Vfehraacht. In 1943, FARBEN produced 95 percent of the poison gas 
In Germany, 


43. Thus, froa 1933 to 1939, FARBEN marshalled for the German 
High Command the vitals of modern warfare. The defendant VON 
SCHNITZLER declared: "It Is no overstatement to say that modern 
warfare would be unthinkable without the results which the German 
chemical industry achieved under the Four fear Plan.* 

44. FARBEN'a expansion after 1933 and the resultant increase 
In production was far In excess of the needs of a peacetime eoonomy. 
FARBEN often took the initiative In persuading the Reich authorities 
of the need for additional facilities and negotiated with them for 
the- construction thereof. Billions of reichsmarks supplied princi¬ 
pally by the German government Itself, were lnvestod In new plants, 

* mines and power Installations. In other cases tho expansion program 
was, for particular purposes, undertaken at the request of represen-' 
tatlvee of the German military machine. In 1936, tho Wehrmacht, 
which had requested the construction of numerous types of plants, 
guaranteed the purchase of all production therefrom. Expanded 
conoclty end production meant increased sales. FARBIN's total 
•ales,(not Including the sales of Its subsidiaries), In 1932,amounted 
to approximately 900,000,000 rolohamarks. In 1943^ they totalled 
3,000,000,000 reichsmarks. Book profits rose from approximately 
71,000,000 reichsmarks in 1932 to 571,000,000 reichsmarks In 1942. 
Those figures refleot only part of whnt FARBEN gained from aggressive 
war. 

45. FARBEN was the core of Germany's military mobilization 
not only by virtue of Its own production but by virtue of Its 
strategic position In the German economy. All other German 
chemical companies and numerous other German war Industries were 
almost totally dependent upon the products, resources and tech¬ 
nological aid of FARBEN. German tanks, artillery and armored . 
vehicles rolled on FARBEN electron metal wheels, were shod with 
FARBEN buna rubber and propelled by FARBEN synthetic gasoline. 
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Nazi bonders wore armored with FARELN aluminum and magnesium 


alloys, carried death loads of TAHBLK incendiary bombs and ex¬ 
plosives, end troro fueled by FARBLN high octane aviation gasoline.

46. In 1933, 7/RK.N embarked upon e tremendous program of 
synthetics' rcsceroh end plent expansion ns an intcgrel pert of 
the progrea to make Germany solf-sufficicnt in orltioel war 
mctorlala in preparation for oggrossivo war. Since production 
had to await the perfection of theso processes end tho construc¬ 
tion of the plants, the Gorman government attonptod in tho interim 
to import great quantities of critical war aatorialo in tho 

w 

ehort03t possible tir.o. The government relied on FARBEN to ex¬ 
ploit its cartel connections ond its foroign czchongo resouroos 
to obtain these materials during tho transition poriod, slnoo no 
other firm in Gcracny hod the requisite interactional connections 
or tho desperately-needed foroign curroncy. In this program as 
in ell other phases of tho Nazi preparation for total war, FARBLN 
put its entire organization ct tho disposal of tho Vehrmaebt. 

47. In 1936 the Ministry of Economics opproaohod the defen¬ 
dant KRAUCH on the msttor of making Goraony "indopendont as far 
ca possible from oil supplies from abroad". Pending quantity 
production of synthetic gasoline, FjRBLN took steps to secure oil ' 


from abroad. FARBLN ordored $20,000,000 of gasdllne from the 
Standard Oil Company of Nevr Jersey, which delivered $14,000,000 
worth. In June 1938 with the invasion of Czechoslovakia inminent, 
Germany was 3till doficient in one of the main essentials of avia¬ 
tion gasoline, tetra-othyl lead. On Goering's orders, the Air 
Ministry immediately asked FARBLN to 3tore in Germany 500 tons of 
tetra-ethyl leed "up to a time when the plent in Germany is oblo 
to cover all needs". FARBLN arranged "to borrow" 500 tons of 

tetra-ethyl lead from the Ethyl Export Corporation of the United 

•• 

States end misrepresented the purpose of the "loan". The borrowed 
cerchandise was to be returned by the ond of 1939. The loan of 
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the lead was secured by the deposit of approximately $1,000,000 
as collateral by FARBEN. At the expiration date of the loan, 31 Dec¬ 
ember 1939, FAR3EN, of oourse, forfeited the collateral. FARBEN also 
orocured other strategic materials from abroad,. Including nickel. 

43. In addition to stockpiling Imports, FARBEN, both on its 
own initiative and on orders froo the Wehraaoht, built up stookpll 
of Its own war production. Magnesium was stored In incendiary bomb 
tubes which were packed In cases narkod "TextllhuelBen" (Textile 
Casings); electron metal fabricated by FARBEN from magnesium for u&e 
In new types of incendiary bombs and artillery shells were also 
stockpiled. By 21 December 1936, the Air Ministry Informed the 
director of FARBEN's Bltterfeld magnesium plant that "the present 
stockpiling would be sufficient at this time for 'A-Fall'". Quanti¬ 
ties of chemicals, particularly phosphorus and cyonldes essontlal 
to the manufacture of poison gas, were stocked. FARBEN was one of 
the two founders of the Wlrtschaftllohe Forschungs O.m.b.H. (WIFO) 
whose main aotlvlty wao to construct and maintain huge subterranean 
storage tanks for gasoline and oil for the Wehrmaoht. 

49. The defendants MANN, VON 8CHNITZL2* and ILQNEB, in con¬ 
sultation with government officials, prepared export programs for 
all German Industry and devised techniques for augmenting Germany's 
foreign exchange resources. At the request of tho Relchsbank and 
othor government agenoles, FARBEN used Its International crodlt 
position to obtain loans of foreign currencies and when the German 
foreign exchange situation became very desperate, FARBEN sold Its 
products at less than cost.

50. Germany's foreign economic policy was aimed primarily at 
weakening the eoonomlo strength of countries which the Third Reich 
regarded a« potential obstacles to the carrying out of Its aggres*> 
slve policy. FARBEN played an Indispensable and major role In this 
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program. 'Rie defendant VON SCENIT 3L I H has stated: "... the 
development of I.G. during the last 12 years cannot be separated 
froa the government's foreign policy." The defendant KUGLLR stated' 

"The foremost purpose of the Nazi government and I.G. and all 
other industrialists was to heap the Vehrmaoht all powerful vis- 
a-vis all other countries including the O.S.A," 

51. FARBLN's international affiliations, associations and 
contracts aggregated in the thousands. Its actual cartel agree¬ 
ments numbered over two thousand and involved industrial conoerns 
throughout the world, including agreements with major industrial 
concerns, in the United States, Great Britain, France, Norway, 

Holland, Belgium and Poland. Ordinarily, cartels ere associations 
or combinations of business firms entered into for the purpose of 
rogulating markets and prices in order to maintain pricos or to 
protect plant investments from oboolesoonce. After the Nazi govern¬ 
ment came into power, FAR3LN used tho interactional oartol as on 
economic weapon in tho preparation for aggressive war through trade 
penetration, politioal propaganda, collection of strategic informa¬ 
tion about forolgn industrioc, and weakening othor oountrios by 
crippling production and stifling scientific roscoroh. From 1933 
on, 7ARBLN not only obtainod oriticol motorials and important 
soientifio information for the Gorman military machine through its 
cartel connections, but deprived othor countries thcroof. From 
1935 on all cartel agreements, and extensions and modifications 
thereof, wore clearod by FARBEN with tho Wohnrirtschofts.tab 
(Military Economics Staff) of tho Wohrnooht. 

52. The pressuro exerted by FARBLN to restriot industrial 
development outside Germany was a deliberate and direot phaso 

of military planning for aggressive war. Financial and commercial 
errangemont3 between FARBEN and non-Gcman firms were treated by 
rARBEN in the light of and es part of the German program for war. 
in0 result was a tragic retardation of“the development of stretegio 
industries in countrios which the Nazi government planned to invade 
end attack. 
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53. FARBBHs phe-var activities vere carefully designed to 
weaken the United 8tates as an arsenal of democracy. Through Its 
cartel arrangements, FARBEH retarded the production within the 
United States of certain strategic products, Including eyhthetlo 

rubber, magnesium, eynthetlo nitrogen, tetrezene, atabrlne and 

& 

•ulphn drugs. 

54. In the case of aagneslun, a cartel arrangement between 
FARBEH, Aluminum Company of America, and Dow Chemical Company, 
greatly restricted production within the United Statas and pro¬ 
hibited exports from the United States to Europe, except to Germany 
and In negligible amounts, to Great Britain. Thua, Great Britain 
and the rest of Europe became completely dependent upon Germany 
for Its magnesium. As a result Great Britain was In a desperate 

' situation with respect to magnesium at the outbreak of war. Mean¬ 
while FARBEN expanded Us own magnesium production for war as 
rapidly ao possible. 

55. When the British Purchasing Mission tried to buy tetrazeno 
primed ammunition In the United States In early 1941, the sale was 
prevented by a oartol agreement between a subsidiary of Dupont and a 
subsidiary of FARBEN. 

56. When the Japanese captured Java, they captured the bulk of 
the world's qulnlno resources. The only substitute to combat malaria 
was atabrlne, a synthetic drug discovered by FARBEN. A single 
potent, controlled by FARBEN, dlotated the terms by which this 
essential drug could be manufactured In the United States, and pre¬ 
vented Its production In the United States prior to Germany's 
declaration of war against the United States. 

57. By means of cartel agreements with Standard Oil Company 
of New Jorsey, FARBEN delayed the development and production of 
buna rubber In the United States until 1940, while at the same time 
producing sufficient buna In Germany to make the German army and 
German Industry Independent of rubber Imports. During the early 
part of the period from 1930 to 1940, Industrial concerns In the

United States undertook research ih the field and Standard Oil 
developed synthetic rubber known a6 Butyl. Under the terns of an 
nffreeoent between FARBEN and Standard Oil, the parties were required 
to supply each other with full technical information concerning the 
processes for these products. FAR3EN deliberately failed to oarry 
out its obligations under the agreement. Although FARBEN gave re¬ 
jected PB6urancea to Standard Oil that it would obtain permission 
from the German government to supply the information about buna 
rubber to Standard Oil, during the entire time that FARBEN woe glvlq9 
these assurances it hod no intention of divulging the process and 
treated the negotiations as a military natter in consultation witty 
the Wehrmeoht and other Nazi government agencies. The result was 
that on 7 December 1941, the United 8tates found Itself at war with 
§ no adequate rubber supply and with no adequate program underway for 
making synthetic rubber. Cut off from its rubber supply in the Far 
East, only the most drastlo steps prevented disaster. 


&S, 
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58. FARBEN 1 s foreign agents formed the oore of Nazi intrigue 
throughout the world. Financed and protected by FARBEN, and osten¬ 
sibly acting only as business men, FARBEN officials carried on 
propaganda, intelligence end eeplonoge activities indispensable to 
German preparation for and woglng of aggressive war. In Germany, 
FARBEN'o Berlin N.W.7 office wao transformed into the economic 
intelligence arm of the Vehrnacht. The Natl party relied upon 
FARBEN as one of Its main propaganda machines. 

59. It was Hitler's basic thesis that: "After the enemy has 
been completely demoralized from within we will strike." The weapon 
chosen for this demoralization was propaganda; the instrumentality, 
the Auslendsorganl6ation (Foreign Organization) of the NSDAP. The 
purpose of the Auslandsorganlsatlon was to solidify German racial 
unity and regiment German institutions abroad, in accordance with 
Notional Socialist racial doctrines; prevent the assimilation of 
Germans in foreign countries; Insure the loyalty of all Germans 
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e'oropd to the Karl Party; and carry on tilth Column activities. 
Numerous F1R32: officials abroad held Important positions In the 
Auslandsorganlsatlon and were Its sole representatives In many 
o res6. 

60. The German Foreign Office feared political friction If It 
were obvious that Germany was establishing agents abroad whose 
chief function was the furtherance of Nazi propaganda. It became 
official policy, therefore, to poster "an International economic 
cpproecn"; to carry on Intelligence work end disseminate propaganda 
oehlnd the facade of seemingly respectable buelnesa. Officials and 
employees of 7ARBEN ooncerns throughout the world became "economic 
agents" of the Third Reich, 

61. In 1933 the defendant IL0N2* became a member of the "Circle 
of Experts of the Propaganda Ministry", and president of the Carl 
Sohurz Association, which was active In disseminating Nazi 
propaganda. In 1933, FkRBBi mailed a report ideollzlng conditions 
In the Third Reich to all Its representatives abroad and requested 
them to clroulotc its contents. In 1933, FARBEN'e American publlq 
relations expert began to disseminate Nazi ond nnti-Socitlo 
propaganda^and literature throughout the United States. 

62. In 1937 the Commercial Comalttoo of tho Vorstand 
established the following policy: "It Is hereby understood that 
In no case will men be sont to our forolgn companies who do not 
belong to the German Labor Front nnd who do not possess a 
ooeltlve attitude toward tho New Ordor. Tho men who are to bo 
sent should make It their special duty to represent Notional 
Socialist Gcrmonhood". Tho Commercial Committee furthor 
resolved th't all foreign representatives were to be armed with 
Nazi literature and were to work cloeoiy with the jtuelnnds- 
orgonisatlon. Before any employee of FaRBZN departed on a 
foreign assignment, ho had to sign a loyalty declaration to the 
Nazi Party and tho How Order and vow that his primary duty would 
be to represent "National Soolallst Germanhood". 

63. In advertising campaigns abroad, FARBSN emphasized Nazi 
Ideology. On 16 February 1938, the Board of Directors of the 
Pharmaceutical Division of F^RBS.' (Bayer) resolved that 
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advertising in Journals hostile to Germany *shall on all terms 
be avoided. Commercial and advertising considerations have 
to be nut In the background as compared with the more Important 
political point of view*. killione of reichsmarks worth of 
books, pamphlets, newspaper clippings and documents glorifying 
the Master Race and the Nasi State cere e^nt abroad by FaRBEN 
for distribution. 

64. An even more direct participation In Germany's prep¬ 
aration for and waging of aggressive war was spy work performed 
by FaRBS:: throughout the world. On the basis of reports 
received from loading officials of ? AftBEI* concerns abroad, and 
intensive research carried on by its exports in Germany, FAR3EN 
supplied the 'fehrmacht -and other agencies of the Nasi government 
with foreign political, economic, and military Information. 

r aRBSN' 8 camouflaged firms provided an organisation ldoal for 
spying; and government officials and employeos going abroad 
frequently requested FaRBSN to make available to them the 
cloak of ono of Its forolgn subsidiaries oo that thoy could 
disguise their activities. 

65. Through tho Instrumentality of Its leading 'gents 
-broad, tho "Vorblndungsmnenner", ono of whom was loor.tod in 
every major country of tho world, FaRBEN rocolvod frequont 
Intelligence reports portalning to economic, pplltlo.nl and 
military matters. So Invaluable wore those Vcrblndungsraaennor 
that In most oases they were absorbed into tho OKW/Abwohr 
(Military Intolllgenco Division of tho tfohrmacht) and Into Nasi 
Party organisations. In addition, FaRBSN placed on Its payroll 
aoabors of tho B 0K7/Abwehr B . Reports received from abroad 

or compiled by FARBSN '-ere given to tho Tehrwlrtschaftsstab 
(military Economics Staff) of General Thomas, tho OK*/Abwohr, 
and the Au3landsorganieatIon. These reports were received, 
analysed, comnilcd and forwarded to the Vorstand and to tho 
various interested agencies of the Third Reich threugi FaRBEN* s 
Berlin organisation known as tho "Berlin N.W.7" office. The 
Berlin N.ff.7 office also prepared special reports and maps for 







Sire Vjfaraocht Identifying and locating strategic factories In 
countries about to becone the victims of German aggression. These 
naps and reports were used by the Luftwaffe in eelectlng their 
bombing targets. Employees of the 3erlin N.W.7 office worked for 
the Military Economic Staff and other secticne of the Wehrnacht, 
although they continued to work for and were paid by FAFBEN. 

66. FaRBEN financed the propaganda. Intelligence, and 
:iionngo activities described above, supplying large amounts of 
foreign exchange for this purpose. FARBEN also made contributions 
in roiohomarks to finance subversive activities in preparation for 
war. An example la a contribution by FARBEU on 22 September 1938, 
a wook before the Munich Agrconent, of 100,000 rolchonnrko for the 
■Sudeton German Aid" and the "Sudeten German Freo Corps".. Tho 
1 attor was a guerrilla organization which was established for 
creating frontier incidents and executing cabotage attacks in 
preparation for the invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
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67. In 1936, when tho Four Year Plan was .announced, the ror.d 
to aggreaelve war wufl nlroady foro6hndowod. Thereafter, tho 
inevitability of war as a rceult of Hltlor'n .'ggrosolvo plans and 
intontlons grow increasingly manifest, and tho dictatorship of tho 
Third Roich ever more brutal and tyrannical. As tho shape of things 
to cone grow clearer and war more lnmlnont, a fow prominent oupport- 
ors of Hitler pnrtod company with the leadors of the Third Reich, 
Fritz Thyssen, who doninated the great Vorolnlgto Stahlworke 
(United Stocl Works), tho largoot coal and steel trust In Germany, 
and who had boen one of Hitler'6 earliest supporters, became 
opposed to certain Hltlar pollclos. When Germany attacked Poland, 
Thyssen fled from Germany. HJalmor Schaoht, one-time president 
of the Relcfcffcank, Minister of Econoraloe, and plenipotentiary 
General for War Economy resigned from tho lattor two oositlons In 
November, 1937. Because of-disagreements with Hitler and Gocring, 
particularly over the enormously expensive synthetic program and 
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the promulgations of the Four Year Flan, SchacnC became Increasingly 
disaffected and lost Influence In the Third Reich. 

68. In sharp contrast with Thyesen, Schacht, and others, the 
close collaboration between F«RBHi leaders and the political and 
nllltary leaders cf the Third Reich became even closer as the tine 
for comlttlng aggressive acts and launching aggressive wars grew 

nrcr. FaHBEH was the chief protagonist and executor of the 
ynthetlc progren and profited enornously thcroby. FARBEN played 
lending role In the Four Year Plan and in directing tho economic 
mobilization of Germany for war. Prior to tho Invasions and 
wars, FARBEN took radical measures to cloal: and conooal Its nssots 
abroad and marshalled Its resources In Germany to onnblo tho 
Wohrtiaoht to attack at tho appointed tine. Hard on tho heels of 
tho Invading German arnica, FaRBEN officials followed with plans 
carefully propnred In advanco for tho exploitation of Industry In 
the occuDlcd countries In accordance with tho needs of the Gornnn 
war nachlno and tho ambitious designs of FaRBEM to oxpand Its 
ocononic eraplro. 

69. Fron 1937 on, FaRBEH embarked unon an lntenslvo program 
to camouflage and cloak Its foreign holdings to protect them from 
ooizuro in tho coding wars by enemy custodians. Thoso moasurou 
not only aerved tho Interests of FaRBEK, but onablod Its foreign 
culro to carry out the groatly lntcnclflod efforts of tho Nazi 
government to strengthen Germany at tho oxponso of othor nations. 

Tho defendant YON SCHNITZLER etatod: "Evai without bolng dlrootly 
Informed that tho governnont Intended to wage war, It wae 
Impossible for officials of I. 0. .or any other Industrialists 

to bcllovo that the enormous production of ornaments and prep¬ 
aration for »ar starting from the coning Into power of Hitler f 
accelerated In 1936 ; and reaching unbollevnble proportions In 
1938 ; could have any other meaning but that Hitler and the Nazi 
government intended to wage war cone what nay. In view of the 
en:rnou8 concentration on nllltary production and of the intensive 
nllltary preparation, no person of I. G. or any other 
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Industrial leader could believe that this was being done for 
defensive purposes. We of I. 0. were veil aware of this fact 

as were oil Qerasn Industrialists and on a commercial side, 

• 

shortly after the Anschluss in 1938, I. G. FARBEN took measures 
to protect its foreign assets In France and the British Empire." 

70. Iuaedlately prior to the Munich Conference of 

29 September 1938, a special procedure wns worked out by the 
officials of the German government, after ooneultntlon with 
FARBEN, authorizing the cloaking of Gcrann foreign assets through 
transfers to neutral trustees as a protection against wartime 
seizure. 

71. In Haroh of 1939, the Legal Committee of FARBEN, whose 
chairman was the defendant VON KNIERIDl, concluded that: ■• • • 
the risk of stlzuro of the sales organizations In the event of

war le minimized If the holders of shares or similar Interests 
nre neutralo residing In noutral countries. Suoh a distribution 
of holdings of shares or other Interests has the further ndvsntngo 
of forestalling any conflicts which may trouble the oonsclenoo 
of an enomy notional who will Inevitably be caught between his 
patriotic feelings and his loyalty to I. 0. A further advantoge 
la that the neutral, in case of wor, generally retains his freedom 

of movement, enemy nationals nre frequently called Into the servloe 

$ . 

of their oountry. In various capacities, and therefore, can no 
longer take core of business matters.■ FARBEN 'e Legal Committee 
then recommended that FARBQi sever all "legal* ties with FARBEN 
cloaks. 

72. Thereafter FARBEN, In anticipation of coming wars of 
oggreselon, nade the drastic recommendation to the German 
government that it be permitted to transfer outright hundreds of 
millions of dollars of foreign assets. On 24 July 1939, a letter 
Wes sent to the Reich Ministry of Economics in which FARBEN 
cxplelned that it was convinced that: "A real protection of our 
foreign sales companies against the ds-nger of a sequestration In 
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vsr car. only be obtained by our renouncing all legal ties of a direct 
or Indirect nature between the owners of the shores and ourselves 
• • • end by granting these shares to such neutral quarters as will 
Ulvu the absolute guarantee by virtue of personal relations of long 
years standing, portly even covering decades, that In spite of tholr 
absolute Independence and neutrality they will never dispose of them 
olues otherwise.than In a way fully considering our interests." 

The German government approved these measures. 

73. Early In 1940, FARBEN begen to take active aeasures In 
anticipation of possible war with the United Stotos. A plan was 
adopted for "Americanizing" FARBEN's nost Important single asset 

In the United States, the General Aniline and Film Corporation, whlck. 
FARBEN owned through I. G. Chenle, Switzerland. In a letter dated 
16 May 1940, to the Reich Ministry of Economics, FARBEN explained: 
•Baaed on the expiration of the rforld War, we have constantly en¬ 
deavored slnoo the beginning of the war to protect as far as posslbli 
this Aaerloan oompony In the event of war entanglements with the 
U. S. • • •". Thereafter, the High Coamnnd of the Wehrmnoht was 
contacted for the purpose of taking up negotiations In connection 
with the rearrangement of FARBEN's relative, with I. G. Chemle. 

74. FARBEN not only protected its foreign holdings but pro- 
P"red <-nd oarrlod out plans whereby it would reap the spoils of onoh 
aggressive not, and expond Its empire at tho expense of cnoh Invaded 
nation. Tho Qerawm gov«rnmont ooopcrcted with FARBEN In this pro¬ 
gram of plunder and spoliation designed to building up the German 
war potential os well os reward FARBEN for Its major role In pre- 
DTlng Germany for war. 

75. On 9 April 1938, one month ->fter the Invasion of. 

Austria, FARBEN wee already armed with a plan for a "New Order 
for the Chemical Industry of Austria", which It submitted to 
KEPPLER, Hitler’s speolal representative In Vienna. The plan 





provided for the Integration of the major chealcal Industries of 
Austria within the framework of the Four Year Plan. FARBEN 
suooeeded In "acquiring" the Austrian chealoal Industry. 

76. Prior to the Munich Pact of 29 September 1939, FARBEN 
had alreody prepared plans for the industrial Invasion o* 


Czechoslovakia. On 3 Kay 1936, Hitler signed directive "Green", 
stating his final decision to destroy Czechoslovakia soon. 
Initiating military preparation all along the line. In July 1938 
a report on the chemical industries of Czechoslovakia was 
prepared for the use of the Conaeroicl Committee of FAR3EN and 
thereafter FARBEN initiated discussions with the interested 
German authorities and reooaaended that its representatives be 
appointed coomlaears to take over the operation and management 
of the chemical industries of Czechoslovakia and lntegrato their 
production to the Four Yoer Plan. On September 23, 1938, a week 
before the Munich Conference, the defendant KUEHNE wrote the 
defendants TER KEB* and VON SCHNITZLER congratulating them on 
their success In achieving the acceptance of FARBEN nominees. 

On the provlous doy FARBEN had made its contribution of 100,000 
relohsnarks for flnonolng the creation of frontier inoldonts and 
the execution of cabotage attacks against Czechoslovakia. 

77. Hitler, at a meeting on 23 May, 1939, with the heads 
of the araed forces and their staffs, announced hl6 decision to 
attack Polnnd 


and in the weeks that followed this conference, 
intensive preparatlone were code for the attack. In July, 1939 
FARBEN officials obtained information from German government 
officials on» the basis of which the defendants knew that Poland 
* rjx * be invaded In September. FARBEN's facilities were then 
coopiot.i^ -colllzed In preparation for the attaok. In 
™tlclpatlon of benefits to be derived from this aggression, 
-•ARBai on 28 July, 1939, prepared a comprehensive report 
entitled: "The Most Important Chemical Factories In Poland," 
which report formed the basis for future acquisitions In Poland. 
•-ARSES Ir.t*r absorbed the Polish ohemlcal Industry.

78. Envisaging the defeat of Prance, FARBEN's plane for 
enlarging Its eaplre went beyond preparations for reaping the 
spalls of each new aggression. PARBEK set its sights mor4 in line 
with Hitler's ala of world conquest, which now seemed oloser to 


79. FAR3IN began preparing for the Reich government a "New 
Order* (Neuordnung) for the chealcal industry. On 24 June, 1940, 
the defendant VON 9CHHITZLER auhsonsd a meeting of the Commercial 
Committee to agree upon the principles underlying the Mpw Order, 

On 3 August, 1940, FAR2EN submitted to the RolCh Ministry of 
Eoohooloa Its detailed plans for the New Order. FARBEN explained 
that a "major economic sphere 1 * would be shaped in Europe which 
“will, upon conclusion of tho war, have the task of organising the 
exchange of goods with other major spheres In competitive marksts- 
o task which Includes more particularly the recovery and securing 
of world respect for the German chenlokl Industry. In the 
observations and planning to bs made In regard theroto, it 1 b 
necessary to bear in mind especially the shifting and developing 
trends In the International economic forces which resulted from 
the last war, such as may be seen more and more in the lncroasod 
influence of the United 8tates in Lstln America, of Japan In 

the Far East, nnd of Italy In So-tb«.*at Europe and the Near East.* 

80. The Immediate s*ort range objeotive of the How Order 
was to integreto E^opean production with the German war machine. 
The long rar^ c objective wos the incorporation of''the chemical 
ina.«6ry'of Europe, including Great Britain, within the framework 
or the Nazi New Order, and the domination of the chemical industry 
of the world. The New Order of FARBEH proposed the use of Its 
toonoalc weapons, cartels, capital Investments and technical 
know-how so ns to combat the last remaining challenge to Its 
supremacy, She United States. 

81. Preparation of tho New Order was predicated on FARBEN's 
"olalm to leadership* in Europe, which FARBEN alleged had been 
taken away by the Treaty of Versailles, and which the Hew Order 
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woe to rectify. In developing that "claim" the New Order contained 

a recital of damages alleged to have been sustained as a direct 

result of the Treaty end also Included a claim for dlreot and 

Indirect damages sustained in consequence of World War II, for 

which, FAR3EN charged. Great iritoln and France were responsible. 

~ 82. The New Order document was not hastily prepared at the 

beheet of the government, but was a cooplcte exposition of projeots 

which FAP2EN had developed since World War I and hoped to 

$ 

accomplish through Geraan aggrandisement. The New Order document 
contains thouernda of pages of specific programs for the chemical 
Industries of Europe, Including Greet Britain. These detailed 
plans outlined the existing atruoture of the chemical industries 
of the European countries and set forth their future organlration 
ond direction. In many Instances FAR3EN planned to liquidate 
completely chemical companies and chemical production in certain 
countries, making those countries wholly dependent upon the Reioh 
and thereby cecuring Germany's military supremacy. 

83. *It oust be remembered,■ st"ted the defendant VON 
3CHNITZLER, "th«t In preparing the Nouordnung we wero following 
the linos of the eo-cnlled Oroso-haum-Polltlk ^expansionist 
pollcy7 l^ld down by the government. Wo were looking to the 

1 overwhelming downfall of France and eventual cnpltulntlon of 
England when wo prepartd the docunent. It must be remembered 
that wc knew well the aims end oolloles of the Government and we 
knew that It was the intention of the Government to Improve Its 
strength In rel-tion to the countries outside of the European 
sphere. This meant, of course, the United Stotes, because 
outside of Europe the United States was the only strong country 
with which Germany had to reckon. Therefore, we wrote In the 
Neuordnung that we intended to keep Germany as strong os possible 
militaristleally In relation to the United States." 
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34. In addition to the acts and conduct of the defendants 
set forth above, the participation of the defendants In planning, 
preparation. Initiation, and waging of wars of aggression and 
invasions of other countries Included: 

(a) # The acts and conduct set forth In Count Two of this 
Indictment, relating to plunder and spoliation, which acts and 
conduct were committed as an Integral part of the planning, 
preparation, Initiation, and waging of wars of aggression and 
Invasions of other countries. The allegations nado In said 
Count Two are hereby Incorporated In this Count. 

(b) The acts and conduct 6et forth In Count Throe of this 
Indictment, rolatlng to slavery and mass murdor, which ncto 
and conduct were committed as an Integral port of the planning, 
preparation, Initiation, and waging of ware of nggreeslon and 
Invasions of other countries. The allegations made In said 
Count Three are heroby lncomoratod In thle Count. 


85. The note and conduct set forth In this count were 
committed by the defendants unlawfully, willfully and knowingly 
and constitute violations of international laws, treaties, 


agreements and assurances, and of article II of Control Council 




86. All of the defendants, acting through the Instrumentality of 
FARB5V and otherwise. with divers other persons, during the period frc 
12 Kerch 1958, to 8 Kay 1945, committed War Crlaee and Crimea against 
Humanity as defined in Article II of Control Council Law Mo. 10, In 
that they participated In the plunder of public and private property, 
exploitation, spoliation, and other offenses against property In 
countries and territories which cane under the belligerent occupation 
of Germany in the course of Its Invasions and aggressive ware. All of 
the defendants oonualVted these War Crimes and Crimes against Humanity 
as defined by Article II of Control Council Law No. 10, In that they 
were orlnclpale In, aocessorlee to, ordered, abetted, took a consent¬ 
ing part In, were connected with plans and enterprises Involving and 
were members of organlzatlona or groups, Including FARBEN, which were 
connected with, the commission of said orlmes. 



87. The methods employed to exploit the resources of the 
occupied territories varied from country to country. In some 
oocupled countries, exploitation was carried out within the framework 
of the existing economic structure. Local Industries were plnoed 
under German supervision and production and distribution were rigidly 
controlled. The Industries thought to be of value to the German war 
effort were compelled to continue. The majority of the others were 
closed. Raw materials end finished products alike were confiscated. 
k Goerlng directive of 19 October 1959, with respect to Poland, pro¬ 
vided: "The task for the economic treatment of the various adminis¬ 
trative regions Is different, depending on whether the country in¬ 
volved will be incorporated politically Into the German Reich, or 
whether we will deal with the Government General, which In all probab¬ 
ility will not be a part of Germany-. In the first mentioned terri¬ 
tories, the safeguarding of all tnelr productive facilities and 
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supplies aust be aimed at, ea well as a complete incorporation into 
the greater 3eraan econoalc ays tea at the earliest possible tine.* Oi 
the other hand, there oust be removed from the territories of the 
Government General all raw materials, scrcp materials, unohlncs, etc 
which are of use for the German war economy. Enterprises which are 
not absolutely necessary for the meager maintenenoe of a naked 
existence of the population aust be transferred to Germany unless 
such transfer shall require an unreasonably long period of time and 
would m«ke it more practicable to exploit those enterprises by glvlr. 
them German orders, to be executed at their present location." 

88. In organising the plunder of property in occupied terri¬ 
tories and countries, the atans adopted varied from outright con¬ 
fiscation, which was olooked by the enactment of various sequestra¬ 
tion deases, to "negotiations" with the owners of such property for 
its acquisition. This latter technique was particularly used in tht 
West. The Oeraen authorities made a pretense of paying for all the 
property which they seised. This pretense merely disguised tho faof' 
that the raw materials, machinery and other goods diverted to Gerjnotf 
were paid for by the oocupled countries themselves, either by tho 
device of taceeslve occupation costs or by forced loans in return f»R, 
a credit balance in o "clearing oocount" which was a nominal aooounV 
only. The means adopted were intended to and did effootuot© the 
plans to strengthen Germany in waging its aggressive wars, insure 

ths subservience of the ®onoay of conquered countries to Germany, 

°nd eeoure the permanent economic domination of the continent of 
Europe. In the East, the German government organised spoolal corp¬ 
orations as their trustees for the express purpose of exploiting 
seised industries in such 8 manner that not only would the Oermon 

war n^ohlne and its economy be strengthened but the local economy 

• 

laid in ruin. 

89. TAB3ZH marched with the tfchrtf«cht 9nd played a major rol^ J 
in Germany's program for acquisition by conquest. It used its exptvf Ij 
technical knowledge and resources to plunder and exploit the chemical. 
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and related Induetries of Europe, to enrich Itself from unlawful 
acquisitions, to strengthen the German war machine and to assure the 
subjugation of the conquered countries to the German economy. To 
that end, It conceived, Initiated, and prepared detailed plans for 
the acquisition by It, with the aid of German military force, of the 
chemical lnduetrles of Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, 
France, Russia, and other oountrles. 


90, In Austria one of the two major chemical Industrial firms 
was the PULVERFA3RIK SKODAWERKE - WETZLER A.G. (SKODA - WETZLER 
WORKS), controlled by the CREDITANSTALT BANK of Austria. The Roth¬ 
schilds, a Jewish family, owned a majority Interest In this bonk. 

With the invasion of Austria and the Introduction of tho "aryanlza- 
tlon" program, the controlling Rothschild interests In the CREDITAN¬ 
STALT BANK were confiscated and turned over to tho DEUTSCHE BANK. 
Thereupon FARBEN, which had oought unsuccessfully to acquire an 
interest In the SKODA - WETZLER sORKS prior to the Invasion,was 
quick to take advantage of the changed situation. FARBEN prooeedod 
to aoqulre control of the SKODA - rfETZLER WORKS through the DEUTSCHE 
BANK. 

91. These chemical works and tho other principal chemloal 
firms of Austria were reorganized by FARBEN and merged Into tho 
newly created DONAU CHEHIL A. 0. FARBEN expanded the facilities of 
Its newly acquired Austrian chemloal Industries, increased the pro¬ 
duction of war material for the German military machine, Integrated 
the entire Austrian chemical Industry with Its own operations, and 
participated In the subjugation of the Austrian economy to the Geraatf 
economy and the destruction of Its former Independence.

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other at AUSSIG, was one of FARBEN 1 a biggest competitors In South¬ 
eastern Europe. 

93. Prior to the Munich Pact of 29 September 1938, FARBEN made 
various unsuccessful attempts to acquire an interest in the PRAGER 
VZREIN. After the annexation of Austria and the accelerated Nazi 
agitation in the Sudetenland, FARBEN renewed its interest and pre¬ 
pared plans for the acquisition of the PRAGER VEREIN. FARBEN pro¬ 
posed to the Reich government that the defendants WURSTER and KUOLER 
be appointed commissars to operate the plants. One week prior to th* 
Munich Pact, the Ministry of Economics informed FARBEN that its 
proposed representatives were acceptable. The Sudeten-German Economic 
Board advised FAR3EN that the "Czeoh-Jewlsh management in Prague la 
done for" but recommended that It share the management of the plants 

I wltii one of the Sudeten-German managers who remained with the cheral- 
oal works. FARBEN reluctantly consented to share the management, 
but at the same time Informed the German authorities that "I. G. 
would now lay claim to the acquisition of both works." The defen¬ 
dants YON SCKNITZLER, TER MEER, KUEHNE, ILONER, HAEFLIGER, and 
VUR8TER and others participated in these negotiations. 

94. On 29 September 1938, the Munich Paot was signed. The 
next day the defendant SCHMITZ wired Hitler that he was^profoundly 
impressed by the return of Sudeten-Oermany to tho Reich whloh you, 

My Fuehrer, havo achieved", and that FARBEN "puts an amount of half 
a million relchomarks at your disposal for use in tho Sudeten- 
German territory." On 1 October, German troops enterod the Sudeten- 
land. On 3 Ootober, FALXENAU was oooupled, and on 9 October, AU88l£. 

On 14 October 1938, Goerlng held a conference in the Office of the 
Reich Air Ministry at whloh the defendant KRAUCH was present. 

Bering stated that in view of the world situation, about which 
everyone knew from the press, Hitler hod ordered him to oarry out a 
gigantic program to procure offensive weapons at a faster rate. He 
ordered double and triple 6hlfts for labor. He stated that the 
Sudetenland hod to be exploited by all means; that Bohemia and 
Slovakia would become German dominions and its industry completely 
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assimilated; that everything Bust be token out and that searches 
nust be Bade for oil and ore. 

95. After various fores of duress had been applied by German 
officials, with the approval of FARBEH, to force PRAGER VEREIN to 
•sell" its plants, a proposal was suboltted on 29 October 1938, to 
the aanagenent st Prague by KUGLER os "public comnls6ar" of the 
AC3SIG and FALKENAU plants, relating to the disposition of the plant 
to ?ARBEH and another German firm. To this proposal, the PRAGER 
VEREIN replied on 1 November 1938, taking strong exception to the 
view that the coBmlssars wore authorised to aot on behalf of the 
Bon«geaent with respect to the disposal of the plants. On 8 Novem¬ 
ber, formal "negotiations" -tnrted at a aeetlng in Berlin, at which 
the defendants SCHMITZ, VON SCHNITZLER, ILONER, KUEHNE. and KUGLER 
were present. A series of meetings were thereafter held culminat¬ 
ing in a December 8 netting at which the defendant VON SCHNITZLER 
presided nnd addressed the representatives of the PRAGER VEREIN 
stating that he knew that they were trying to sabotago the deni, 
th"t ho was, therefore, going to report to the German government th«f 
because of the ottltude of the PRAGER VEREIN, soolol pooce in the 
Sudeten area was being menaced and that unrest oould bo expeotod at 
any moment, and that the responsibility therefor would fall upon 
the PRAGER VEREIN. The representotlves of the PRAOER VEREIN there¬ 
upon sought odvlce froo the Czeohoslovoklnn government and wero 
advised to do the best they oould. The noxt day the agreement for 
the sale of the property was signed. The consideration was to bo 
paid, partly in Czechoslovakian ourrency through the "clearing 
account", end partly in goods delivered by the Sudeten plants to 
the remaining plants of the company located in Czechoslovakia. 

96. With the "negotiations" thus successfully concluded, the 
new purchasers, FARBEN and the other German firm organized a new 
company, the CHEMISCHE WERJCE AUSSIO - FALKENAU, G.nb.H., which ex¬ 
panded its newly ocqulred Czechoslovakian facilities, increased the 
production of chemicals essential for the German military machine, 
and Integrated the Chechoslovakian ohenlcnl industry with its own 








operations, and partlclp-ited In the subjugation of the Czechoslo¬ 
vakian econoay to the German economy and In the destruction of lta 
former Independence. 

C. FARBEN in Poland 

97. In Poland the three najor cfaealcal Industrial firms were 
PRZEKYSL CEEMICZNY BORUTA, S.A., ZGIERZ (BORUTA), CHEKICZNA FA3RYKA 
WOLA KRZYSZTOPORSKA (WOLA), AND ZAKLADY CHEMICZNE W WINNICY (WINNICa) 

98. In anticipation of the Invasion of Poland, FARBBN, as 
early as July, 1939, began preparing plans for absorbing the ohemlcil 
Industry of Poland. Immediately following the Invasion of Poland, 

on 7 September 1939, the defendant VON SCHNITZLER sent a telegram tp 
Krueger, a FARBEN official, requesting him to oontnet the Reich 
Ministry of Economics to Inform then of the statue of the Polish 
chemical factories. Krueger was speolfloolly Instructed to Inform 
Che government officials that It was the considered Judgement of 
FARBEN that the “considerable and valuable stocks of raw materials, 
intermediates, and finished products", of the Polish plants ohould 
be utilized by FARBEN experts "In the Interests of the German 
economy. 1 At a subsequent meeting between the defendant VON 
SCHNITZLER, Krueger, and officials of tho Reich Ministry of Econom¬ 
ics, on 14 September 1939, FARBEN formally requested that it bo 
appointed "trustee" of the BORUTA, WOLA, And WINNICA plants. On 
21 September 1939, the Ministry of Eoonoalos approved the appoint¬ 
ment of FARBEN'e representatives os "trustees". 

99. Under FARBEN "trusteeship" the fate of the throe Polish 
chemical firms followed closely the pattern set by FARBEN oven befovo 
the Invasion had token place. BORUTA, the largest of the dyestuffs 
companies, was "purchased" by FARBEN from the German sequestrator. 
FARBEN obtained WINNICA through special "negotiations* with the 
French after the occupation of France. WCLA was dosed down pfter 
defendant VON SCHNITZLER notified the Ministry of Economics that 
It was owned by a r.on-oryan family. What was left of the.machlneij 
and equipment after the FARBEN "trustees" stripped the plant, w.aa 
later sold, FARBEN being one of the purchasers.

100. FARBQi expanded its Polish faoilitleB, Increased the pro¬ 
duction of chealcals and other related products essential to the 
German military machine. Integrated the entire Polish chemical 
Industry with its own operations and participated In the subjugation 
of the Polish economy to the German economy end in the destruction 
of its former Independence. 

D. ratfSP lb ygrwfll 

101. In 1940 the most important chemical concern In Norway was 
the NORSE-HYDRO ELEKTRISK XVAELSTOFAKTIE8EL8KABET (NORSK-HYDRO). 

This company was particularly Important as o producer of nitrogen 
and nitrogen products. Prior to 1940, Frenoh Interests controlled 
about 60% of the corporation. FARBEN's participation woe approxi¬ 
mately 2b%. With the aid and participation of representatives of 
the German government, FARBEN foroed an Increase In the capitali¬ 
zation of NORSK-HYDRO, excluding the Frenoh stockholders from parti¬ 
cipation therein, as a result of which the French were ousted from 
control. FARBEN and the German government obtained the controlling 
interest. 

102. With the acquisition of control by FARBEN and the German 
government of NORSK-HYDRO, tht production of the Norwegian chemical 
Industry was coordinated with the production of the German chemloal 
Industry to supply the German military machine. New facilities wor<» 
constructed to produoe light metals for the Luftwaffe. Among the 
plants owned by NORSK-HYDRO, was an electro-chemical plant at VemorK' 
which had been producing heavy water. It wne discovered that heavy 
water oould be used In the manufacture of atom bombs and orders wcr«* 
Issued to expand Immediately the existing facilities of the electro¬ 
chemical plants of NORSK-HYDRO to Increase substantially the pro¬ 
duction of such heavy water. 

e. fabbsk m .Fraasfi 

103. Prior to the French-German Armistice of June, 1940, the 
three principal chemical firms In France were: COMPAGNIE NATIONALS 
DE KATIERES COLORANTES ET MANUFACTURES DE PRODUITS CHIMIQUSS DU NORD 
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R2UHIE8 ETABLI8SEKESTS KUHLKAXN, Paris (EUKLHANN), the second largest 
cheelcel company on the continent; SOCIETE ANONYHE DE8 rfATIERES 
COLORANTES 4 PH0DUIT3 CHDtlQUES DE SAINT-DENIS, Paris (SAINT DENIS); 
and, COXPAMIE FRANCHISE DE PRODUITS CriIHIQUE8 ET KATIERES COLORANTE 
DE SAINT-CLAIR-DU-RHONE, Paris (SAIN'T-CLAIR-DU-^HONE). 

104. On 3 August 1940 AABEN aubnltted to the Reich Ministry of 
Econonlca and to Ambassador HBDfU, the Head of the German Armletloe 
ConniesIon, Its detailed plans for the New Order (to which reference 
has previously been nade In Count One). FARBEN proposed to acquire 
control of the French chealoal Industry by merging the principal 
dyestuff and chemical corporations Into one big combine In which it 
would have a 50 peroent participation. The consideration for this 
participation was to be payment by FAR3EN of a fixed amount to the 
German government, rather than to the prlvoto owners, 

105. The New Order was received very favorably by the German 
authorities. FARSEN requested the German authorities to starve tho 
French ohemloal industry Into submission by withholding necessary 
raw materials. To tnis er.d FARBEN arranged that "no negotiations 
with tho French should take place unless first the French lndlootod 
openly that genuine necessity obliged them to recognlre the super¬ 
iority of the German dyestuff Industry." On 25 September 1940, 
FARBEN 1 s Commercial Committee agreed to toke a "reserved attitude 
toward tho Fronoh partners". The defendant VON 8CHNITZLER on 

4 October 1940 Instructed FARBEN agents to represent to the Fronoh 
that it could not as yet open negotiations. On 12 October 1940 
FARBEN 1 8 agent In Paris reported to the defendant VON 8CHNITZLEE on 
a conference held on 10 October 1940 with Frossard, President of 
K'JHLMANN, at which Nr. Frossard requested a conference with FARBEN 
stating that: "The chemical Industry In France oust live, which 
is In the Interest of the European economy. German ohemloal Industr 
cannot Intend that on the French side this branch of the industry 
should disappear completely. You oust help us." Frossard further 
Indicated that the French were prepared to accept a limitation of 
dyestuffs produotlon, to manufacture preliminary and Intermediate 
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products for Germany Industry so far as necessary, and even to sell 
Its products under a German label. 

106. On 21 November 1940 representatives of FARBEN and the 
French Chemical Industry met at Wiesbaden under the auspices of the 
Armistice Commission. Representing FARBEN were VON SCHNITZLER, TER 
KS2R, EUGLZR and TERHAAR. Ambassador Hesc an presided. VON 
SCHNITZLER read and gave to the French delegation a memorandum set¬ 
ting forth the basis upon which an "agreement* could be affeoted. 
FARBEN's "claim to leadership" of the dyestuffs Industry In Europe 
was to be recognized ar.d accepted by the French. Going beyond Its 
claims In the Hew Order, FARBEN now Insisted on an obsoluto majority 
In the French chemical Industry. 

107. In developing Its theme of the new German econoolo sphere, 
FARBEN stated that It will be a "necessity of business and political 
economy, that there be a complete accommodation of the French dye¬ 
stuffs Industry to the German dyestuffs Industry". The Frenoh 
urged that the cartel agreement of 1927, ae amended In 1929, though 
suspended by the war, was atlll valid and should constitute the 
baslo for further negotiations. Thereupon the French spoakor was 
Interrupted by Ambassador Hemaon, who speaking loudly, with groat 
vlolenco, and pounding the table with his fists, said there could 

be no further discussion on any such basis; that he oould not find 
words strong enough to express his amazement over such proposals; < 
that the French must recognize the FARBEN "claim to leadership", 
that French prosperity was only due to the "Diktat" of Versailles; 
that France was actually defeated and that they would have to accept 
the conditions stated or face the prospect of an Immediate expropria¬ 
tion of their plants. The defendant VON 8CHNITZLER flatly rejeoted 
the French proposals as en "Imputation and Insult" stating that the 
proposals Ignored the "polltloal and economic foots" especially 
slnoe "France had declared war on Germany". 

108. The next day FARBEN Insisted that a new company be organ¬ 
ized into which the French dyestuffs Industry would be Incorporated 
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with FARBEN holding a 51 percent participation. Production and 
the expansion of facilities were to be controlled, and the export 
market was to be entirely relinquished by the French. 

109. Protesting the harshness of the terms, the management of 
the French firms sought to shift the negotiation from a private tp 
a governmental basis. FARBEN wa6 adamant. Then the French sub¬ 
mitted an alternative plan providing for participation by FARBEH 

in a newly formed sales organization rather than a production organi¬ 
zation. This, too, was rejected. The defendant VON SCHNITZLER 
addressed the Frenoh saying: "If you don't come to terms on the 
basis suggested by us, we shall Impose on your plants the samo 
regime we have applied to KULHOUSE 1 . The plants of the 90CIETE DES 
KATIERES COLORANTES ET PRODUITS CKIKIQUES DE KULHOUSE, and the 
KUHLKANN plant at VILLERS ST. PAUL, had already been sel£ed by the 
Germans. Thereupon on agreement was reached In prinolple although 
the French still protested a 51 percent participation by FARBEN. 

110. On 18 November 1941, the result of the "negotiations* 
woo flnolly formalized In the "Francolor Agreement". This agree¬ 
ment embodied the terms which FARBEN had prepared prior to the con¬ 
ference of 20 January 1941. It provided among other things for 
the oreotlon of a new corporation known os FRANCOLOR to which were 
transferred the principal aosest of KUHLKANN, 8AINT DENIS and SAINT 
CLAIR-DU-RHONE. FARBEN took a 51 percent participation In FRANCOLOR.* 
In exchange for Its assets the French received shares of FARBEN 
stock representing one percent of FARBEN's capitalization. Such 
shares oould not be sold by the French purchasers, exoept to oaoh 
other. Having thus acquired control, FARBEN "aryenlzed" the plants 
transferred skilled French workers to Germany, dismantled end 

f ) 

shipped special equipment to Germany, end converted these plants (foR 
armament production. 

111. The German government annexed Alsace-Lorraine, and con¬ 
fiscated the plants located there which belonged to French national*. 
Among the plants located In this area were the dyestuffs plant of 
KUHLKANN's SOCIETE DES HATIERE3 COLORANTES ET PRODUITS CHIKIQUES Di 
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MULHOUSE, the oxygen plants, the OJCOENE LIQUIDS, STRASSBOURO- 
SCKILTIOHEIX (Alsace) and the faotory of the OXHYDRIQUE FR4.NCAISE 
In Dledenhofen (Lorraine). FARBEN acquired these plants from the 
German government without payment to or consent of the French 
owners. 

112. France hsd developed a substantial pharmaceutical line of 
which the SOCIET2 DES U9INE3 CHIMIQUES RHONE-POULENC (RHONE-POULENC^ 
was the principal firm. The pharmaceutical branch of FARBEN, the 
3A£ER organization, was also desirous of 'negotiating" an agreement 
in that field. The RHONE-POULENC plants, however, were looated In 
unoccupied France. With the aid nnd assistance of the German 
authorities the defendant KAHN conducted successful "negotiations* 
resulting In a formal agreement whereby FARBEN acquired a 51 percent 

^ interest In a subsidiary of RHONE-POULENC nnd whereby that subsldir,' 
was made the Joint sales agency for the products of BATER and RHONE- 
POULENC. FARBEN paid for Its purchase tnrough the "clearing account . 

113. By the aforementioned "negotiations", FARBBN aoqulred 
control of the Frenoh ohealcal and pharmaceutical Industries, 
integrated Its production to Its own operations and participated 
In the subjugation of the French economy to the Oerman ooonomy and 
In the destruction of Its former Independence. 

I F. FA39EB in RufiBlfl 

114. On 18 December 1940, Hitler issued a directive stating 
that by 15 May 1941, "The German armed forces must be prepared to 
crush Soviet Russia In a culck onmpnlgn before the end of the war 
against England". The code name for this campaign was "Case 
3arboroa8a". A speolol plan, called the "Oldenburg" plan, to be 
administered by an Economic General Staff, was set up as an economic 
counterpart to "Case Berberoseo", to assure the most efficient 
exploitation of Soviet resources. The Oerman armies were to bo fed 
out of Soviet territory even "If many millions of people will be 
starved to death". In planning the said aggression and destruction 
of Soviet resources, the Oerman government openly rejeoted the res¬ 
trictions of the Hague Convention of 1907 declaring that Its rules 
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•regarding the administration of territories occupied by a belli- 
gerent do not apply since the Soviet Union is to be considered- 
dlaaolved*; the entire Soviet industrial property was marshalled for 
■National Economy 1 end belonged to the German State. The plan 
envisaged a campaign of exploitation designed to subjugate the 
entire Soviet economy, to strip It of Its industrial facilities, 
and to reduce the Soviet Economy to on agrarian otatus. 

115. Special corporations, oolled M0B0P0LG£8ELL8Ch'AFT5N or 
OSTGESELLSCnAFTEN were organized for the express purpose of ex¬ 
ploiting the specialized industrial fields. These corporations 
were to be appointed ■trustees 1 to operate 8ovlet industrial 
facilities exclusively for the German war eoonooy. 

116. To lay o basis for future claim to Soviet industrial 
plants, FARBLN sot out to ooqulre Influence in ond oontrol of the 
specbl corporations through substontlol financial participations, 
ond through placing its personnel in key poaltions in theae corpora¬ 
tions. FARSEN seoured a financial participation in the KONTINENTALE 
OIL A. 0. which Ooerlng had organized oe eorly ns Moroh, 1941, to 
exploit the oil resources of the East. The defendant BUETEFISCH 
attended the initial meeting where the organizational details were 
agreed upon. The defendant KRAUCri was made n member of the Vorotond 

of KONTINENTALE 0EL A. 0. and Hermann Aba, of the FARBEN Aufsloht- 
• 

srat, wo8 made an official of the company. The oil properties ond 
related facilities of the Soviet Union were assigned to the 
KONTINENTALE OEL A.Q. for exploitation. In the CHEMIE 08T, G.m.b.K., 
another special corporation, FARBEN obtained a substantial financial 
participation. A FARBEN official was aade lta monagor and the 
defendant VON SCHNITZLER a member of its advisory board. Defendant 
OSTER was made men-ger of the STICKSTOFF OST, a corporation organised 
to exploit nitrogen facilities. 

117. F1RSEN nede available to the German government the services 

of the defendant AH3R0S and other experts to prepare for the ex- 

• • 

ploltatlon of Soviet Industry. On 28 June 1941, one week after the 
atteck otV Russia, the defendant AM3R0S wrote the defendant KRAUCH 
offering the services or F4R3EN specialists who should "take over 
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the plants there". The following week the defendant ILGNER Issued 
instructions for the suboission of plans to reorganise Russian 
Industry under Oeraan leadership, using FARBEN's experience In 
Czechoslovakia as a aodel. At the same time the defendant AMBROS 
selected a group of chealsts and specialists to go to Russia and on 
1 July 1941, Informed the Buna Commission that, prior to tl.elr de¬ 
parture for Russia, It waB-hetTessory that the policies relating to 
the production of certain types of Buna be fixed In order "to make; 
as soon as possible, the Russian production subservient to our 
Intentions". In December, 1941, FARBEN proposed to the German 
Ministry of Economics the formation of a special corporation for 
exploiting the Russian buno plants, whose stock was to bo ownod IOC 
percent by FAR3EK. 

118. In January, 1942, FARBEN's Berlin N.W.7 office submitted 
a secret report on the government agencies participating In the 
oxploltrtlon of the Soviet Union. Its own participations In the 
exploitation of Russia In apeclol ohenlcol, textllo and related 
fields wero listed. FARBEN was Informed by this report that the 
polloy of the government was to glvo German industry a free hand 

In Russia end that "the directives provide for ruthless cleaning okf 
of the Industrial oltles of South Russia and for the removal of all 
usable Industrial machinery ••• The East 16 ultimately to be a 'pur*, 
agricultural *nd raw material territory'". A copy of this report 
was sent to each member of the Vorstand and of the Commercial Com¬ 
mittee at the request of the defendant MANN.

119. The acts and oonduct of the defendants set forth In this 
Count were committed unlawfully, willfully, and knowingly, and con¬ 
stitute violations of the laws and customs of war, of international 
treaties and conventions, including Articles 46-56, Inclusive, of 
Hague Regulations of 1907, of the general principles of orlmlnal 1*J 
as derived from the criminal laws of all clvllizod nations, of the 
Internal penal laws of the countries In which such crimes were com¬ 
mitted, and of Article II of Control Council Law No. 10.

1£0. All of the defendants, acting throu~h the instrumentality 
Of FARBL.: and otherwise, with divers other persons, during the 
eriod from 1 September 193S to 8 Hay 1945, comitted War Crimes 
end Crimes against Humanity as defined by Article II of Control 
Council Law No. 10, in that they eerticipcted in the enslavement 
end deportetion to sieve labor on a gigontic scale of members of 
the civilian population of countries and territories under the 
belligerent occupation of, or otherwise controlled by^Germony; the 
enslcvcmcnt of concentration ccnp inmates, including German 
nationals; the use of prisoners of war in mot operations and work 
having c direct relation to *:er operctionb, including tho manu¬ 
facture end transportation of mot aetr-riel and equipment; and tho 
mi8troctnont, terrorization, torture end nurdor of enslevod persona. 
In the course of these activities, millions of persons were 
uprooted from their homes, doportod, enslevod, ill-trcetod, 
terrorized, tortured and murdered. All of the defendants committed 
these War Cricos end Crimes eeclast Humanity, cs doflncd by 
Artielo II of Control Counoll Law IIo. 10, in that thoy v/oro 
principals in, ccccssorios to, ordered, abetted, took a consenting 
pert in, wore connected with plans and enterprises Involving, end 
v/orc ncmb'rs of organizations or proups, includinr FARBLN, v/hich 
•.acre connected with, the comission of acid crimes.

A. Role of F ARBLN in Sl ave Labor Program 

121. The acts, conduct, plans, and enterprises roforred to 
above *.v6re carried out as pert of the sieve lebor program of 









the Third Reich, in the coui3e of which millions of persons, 
including v/onen and children wore subjected to forced labor 
under cruel and inhuman conditions which resulted in widesproed 
suffering end millions of dccths. At leest five million vrerkers 
were deported to Germany. Conscription of lebor ves implemented 
in most cescs by brutal end violont mothods, among which were 
included systematic manhunts in the streets, notion picture 
theatres, houses of worship end other publio places, end frequent 
invasions of hones during the night. Workers deported for the 
Reich wore sent under armed guerd to Gcraany, often pecked in 
treins without hccting, food, clothing, or scnitcry facilities, 
cfl c result of whioh nany of then were deed upon crrivcl, end 
cost of the survivors vrcrc seriously ill. Those inhabitants of 
ocoupicd countries who were not deported to Ceim.ny were 

I 

conscripted end compelled to work in their am countries to cssist 
the German y.tt ncohlnc. 

122. In the cxocution of acid ilons end enterprises tho 
human end notarial resources of the belligerently occupied 
countries, completely out of proportion to the needs of tho 
ocoupying forces, wero seized end horneesed to tho German \/ar 
machine. The needs of the respective countries were utterly 
disregarded end the family honor and rights of the oivilian 
populations involved were ruthlessly despoiled. Prisoners of 
Y'er "oro forced to lebor at v-ork rcletcd directly to wor operations 
including work in factories ongoged in production for war. Tho 
^rinoiplo guiding the handling end treatnont of the civilian 
slave laborers and the ?risonors of war t/cs tho one enunciated in 
official orders to the effect that they should "be Ted, sholtered, 
and treated in such e way as to exploit then to the greetest 
possiblo oxtent at the la/cst conceivable degree of e::pendituro." 
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123. The defendant K5WJCH, -with the eid and assistance 
of FA5312T officials and with the knowledge and approval of 
tta Yorstand, prepared and organized the details of the plana 
of the chenicel industry for war aobilization. Such plens 
included, ernng other things, provisions for the procurcnont 
and exploitation of sieve labor to supply the Gornen war 
r-nchinc rith netcrials end equipment rith which to wego 
aggressive war. The defendant KRAUCH, as general Pleni¬ 
potentiary for Spocial Questions of Chemical Production in the 
Four Yoar Plan, v/as the highest authority in passing on 
allocations of labor for the entiro chemical industry, including 
foreign and concentration conp labor and prisoners of war* 

KRAUCE attended mootings of the Central Planning Board, the 

top govcrnncntal authority responsible for the overall planning 
end coordination of ell setters relating to war production, 
including lebor supply. 

124. The exploitation of enslaved workers and of 

prisoners of war for work dircotly connected with war operational 
was stendard policy of In 1941 the defondant SCHIITZ, 

in hi6 business report to the Aufslchtsret, stated that the 
rospcctivo works of FARHSH rust direct their efforts to 
obtaining necessary workers and that its requirements could 

In general be covered through foreign workers end prisoners 
of war. 

125. F.'RBLN established labor recruiting offices which 
were specifically charged x-ith responsibility for conbing the 
labor field of the chcnicai industries in the newly conquered 
countries, or countrios and territories otherwiso undor Nazi 
control, to the end that skilled workers be forcibly deported to 
the Roich to work for 3AS3I2I. In furtherance of such policy, 
FAH3LK with the knowledge and approval of the Vorstend end acting 
through the defendants ALBROS, SCEKITZIiB, TLR I HER and others, 
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exerted special pressure on French industrialists and with the 
aid and assistance of the German occupying forces, recruited by 
forcible deportation, and by willful misrepresentations, 
skilled and non-skllled French workers to cone to Germany and 
work in the FARBH2? plants where war material and equipment 
was being produced. French workers who were alleged to have 
cone voluntarily were not free to go home if they so chose. 

«ny atteapt to exercise freedom of contract by leaving their 
work was followed by manhunts, and capture resulted in transfers 
by •special transport* to the nearest labor office where they 
were returned to their Involuntary servitude in FnRBSN plants. 

126. Concentration camp inmates wore utilized by FARBSN 
as a source and means of procuring slave labor and to make 
more efficient use of this human commodity FARBZK conetruoted 
camps to house then. These camps wore enclosed with bnrbod 
wire, and tho slave laborers housed therein were guarded by 

SS non. Deportees from Eastern occupied countries were guarded 
by armed plant guards accompanied by watch dogs. In its 
plants FaHSS. accepted and appointed as its security 
representatives men designated by tho S3 and Gestapo and In 
the administration of Its plants adopted the oollclcs and 
practices of the Oostapo. Although the FAHBEN plant manager 
was responsible for tho morale and discipline of its slave 
workers, it was standard policy to call in the Gestapo to 
enforce discipline. . 

127. FAHB3H was aggressive in its acquisition of slave 
laborers and sent its representatives to concentration camros 
to make selections of those considered most' physically fit 
for servitude in FnRBSi plants. This is illustrated by a 
complaint made by the head of the Personnel Division of 
FaRBSH's Krjnerancrke, ihmlch, to the Commandant of the Dachau 
Concentration Cano, that a transport which left Ravonsbruck 
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with lnnatoa selected by F«flE2J engineers contained only 250 
Dutch wonen Instead of 260 and that 63 bf this nuriber were not 

selected by then. Another Instance Is tho denand nado In 

• 

January, 1944, by the sano office cf PAUBEN's Kancrawerke, 
iiunlch, to the Labor Office, Munich, for the requisition of 
Polish fenolo prisoners whose tern cf lnprlsonnent was about to 
expire. In this case F«H5SN specifically roqueotod that tho 
sentences of such prisoners be extondud, 

128. In all plants and workc, where slave labor was 

usod, sub-hunan standards of living were the established order. 
Inadequate food rations, overcrowded and filthy slooplng 
quarters, excessive hours of hard physical labor, continued 
beatings and ether cruel disciplinary reaeurr.e, brought about a 
high percentage of Illness and dlsoaco cnong the lnruitoe. In 
coses of disease, llttlo or no nodical caro was furnished, as 

a result of which nany slnvo laborero dlod. 

129. Tho extent of F/vRBEN slave labor activities are 
shown by the following figures: IXirlng tho period hero 
Involved, the total nunber of workers ronohed 200,000 of which 
approxlnatoly 50 por cent woro slave labor. Beginning In 1941, 
with approxlnatoly 10,000 slave laborers, F«RBEN progressively 
Increased Its exploitation of ouch slavo labor to approxlnatoly 
22,000 In 1942; 58,000 In 1943; 85,000 In 1944 and 100,000 in 
1945. These flguros roprosont only tho numbers of 3lavo laborers 
in FARBEN plants at a given tlno and do not reflect tho fact 
that nany dlod and woro replaced and nany wore "exchanged". 

FrtRBEH In Its ^so of slave labor offooted the freedon, the 
well-being, and the lives of nany hundreds of thousands of 
hunan bolngs. 

130. In rARBSN'e Internal organization, the Technical 
Connlttoe passed upon and rcconnonded to tho Vorstand tho 
construction of barracks and concentration canps, together 
with Installations and equlpnent necessary to house the slave 
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labor. The Vorstand, thereupon, gave Its approval to the 
projects so recommended and authorized the necossary 
expenditures. The welfare of such slave labor, Including the 
administration of the barracks end concentration corps and tho 
type of disciplinary action to bo token against tho slave 
labor, was under the lnr.edlate supervision of the plant 
loaders and plant nanngers, Including tho # defendonts WURSTER, 
Ai*3R0S, LaUT 2JSCHLAEGER, BUERGIN and OaJEVSKI. Tho Vorstand 
*dolegatod , Its overall responsibility for tho welfare of 
laborers In all Its plants to the defondant SCHNEIDER na 
Hauptbctrlcbafuehrer (Chief of Plant Leaders). SCHNEIDER 
consulted with the plant leaders and plant nanagers and 
other nootoora of tho Vorstand, lnoludlng tho defendants 
VON SOHNITZLER, ILONER, TER kE3* and BRUEGGEUANN In fornulatlng 
policy decisions. The defendant KRAJJCH dlncussod with 
SCHNEIDER and other nenboro of tho Vorstand tho requisitioning 
and hnndllng of slave labor. 


B. Uso of Poison Gas and Medical Experimentation upon 
Enslaved Poroons 

131. Poison gasos and various doadly phamacoutlcalo 


manufactured by FARBEN and supplied by FAHBEN to officials 
of the S3 woro ucod In experimentation upon and the extermi¬ 
nation of enslaved persons in concentration canpo throughout 
Europe. Experiments on bunan beings (Including concentration 
conp Inmates), without their consent, were conducted by 
FARBEN to dotcrnlno tho effect of deadly gases, vnoclnoo, 
and related products. 

C. FAHBEN ut AuBchwltz 

132. Tho Auschwitz concentration canp was established 
for tho main purpose of exterminating hunan bolnge. Life or 
death of the Inmates depended solely upon their fitness for 
work. All who were considered fit to work wore used as slave

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laborers: all who were not considered fit tc work were 


exterminated In gas chambers and their bodies burnod. When 
the remainder of dead exceeded the capacity of the specially 


constructed crematoria, the ■overflow" of human bolngs was 
burned In huge open bonfires. Here nany vlctlns wero also 


burned alive 


In Auschwitz alone, three to four rllllcn 


persons were exterminated, and another one-half nllllon died 


fron dlseaso end starvation 


133, The decision between life and death of nowly 
arrived Inmates was nade pursuant to a screening system which 
opuratod as fellows: Thera wore two 88 doctors on duty to 
oxamlnc the lnconlng transports of prlson-rs. The prisoners 
would bo narched by ono of tho doctors who would make spot 
decisions as they walked by. These who oppoured fit for work 
wore sent Into the camp. Others woro cent lnnodlntoly to tho 
oxtormlnatlon chanboro. Children of tender years wero usuully 
exterminated, slnco by reason of tholr youth, most of them 
wore considered unable to work. Steps woro token to ooncoal 
fren tho victims tho faot that thoy woro to bo oxtornlnutod and 
It was represented to then that by going through the gas 
chambers thoy woro only going through a bathing und dolouolng 
prccooe. It took from throo to fifteen minutes to kill tho 
people In the death chnrbor, and when their screaming had 
stopped It was assumed thoy were dond. About a half hour 
later, tho doors wore opened and the bodies ronovod, whereupon 
spaclal comandoo of the 88 took off tho rings and extracted 
tho gold fron tho tooth of the corpses, Tho bodies wore then 
cronatod and after cronation, tholr ashes wero used for 


fertilizer. In some Instances, attempts were node to utilize 


the fat from tho bodies of the victims In tho commercial 


manufacture of soap, 

134. At Auschwitz, innumerable inmates wero forcibly 









subjected to cruel and unusual experiments In surgery and 
teats of various Dedications. These surgical and nodical 
experiments consisted in the naln of castrations, ovarian 


operations, nnputatlons, complete renoval of sexual organs, 
abortions, sterilization by X-Ray, injection with the virus 
of certain diseases, and subsequent oral or lntra-venal 
ap llcaticn of various drugs and pharmaceutical products. 

Many of the pharmaceuticals usod were manufactured by and 
procured from one or nore of FARBai's plants. 

135. In or about 1940, tho defendant KRAUCH discussed 
the construction of a now buna plant with the defendant 
AMBROS.. The defendant AMBR08 in consultation- with tho 
•defendant TER UEER procoodod to noko a eurvoy of suitablo 
locations and rococtnonded to the FaRBEN Vorstand that tho 
buna plant bo oonstructod at Auschwitz. In roconmondlng said 
location, tho defendant aNBROS callod opoclflc attention to 
tho avallablo labor supply from the concentration coops In 
that area. The Vorstand approvod tho rocomondatlono and 
authorlzod the construction of a buna plant at Ausohwltz. 

136. To Insure tho cooperation of tho 88 In the furnishing 
of oonoontrntion canp labor, FaRBEN took stops to establish 
frior.dly relationships with tho 88. In 1941 FARBEN mado a 
contribution to tho SS, through the "Circle*, of 100,000 narks 
and thsroafter node similar annual contributions to tho SS. 

Tho defendant BUETErlSCH wao a nonbor of tho "Kopplcr Clrclo" 
subsequently known as'tho "Friends of Himmler" and 
"Freundoskrols" (Circle of Frlendo). This solect group 
Included tho leading lndustrlallots In Germany. Regular and 
froquont mootings were held .at which Heinrich Hlnnler, Reicho- 
Fuohrer of tho SS, presided. Ita membership, In addition to 
leading German Industrialists and bonkers, Included Karl 
Wolff, Hlnnler 1 s Adjutant; Oswald Pohl, Chief of all ccncen- 
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tratlon canps; Otto Ohlendorf, a loading official of the SS 
she testified before the IMT that hla SS Comandos had hilled 
90,000 wonon, nen and children, nostly Jews In Russia; and 
rfolfron Slovers, who directod tho progron of crlnlnal nodical 
experimentation on hunan bolngs. This ■Circle" nade regul.-ir 
annual contributions of at least one nllllon narks to Hlnnlor 
to aid In financing tho crlnlnal nctlvltloa cf the 83. Those 
activities consisted of tho guarding and adnlnlstratlon of 
concentration conns and the brutal treatront of their lnnatos; 
subjecting prisoners of war and concentration canp lnnntes 
to a serlos of expcrlncnts, including freezing to death and 
killing by uolsoncd bullets; shooting unorned prisoners of war; 
cxtonslvc participation In tho olavo labor progran; nurdor 
and lll-tront-.ent of tho civilian population In occuplod 
countries, Including massacres ouch as nt Lldlco and tho 
destruction of the *oroaw ghetto; and persecution and extermi¬ 
nation of nilllono of Jewo and others doonod politically 
undoslrablo by tho 8S. Tho crlnlnal programs of tho SS wore oo 
widespread and conductod on such a gigantic ecnlo that they 
wore a natter of corsicn knowledge throughout Germany and. 
throughout the world. In addition to the defendant BUETEFISCH, 
FaHBEJ aalntainod Its liaison with tho 8S through various 
nonbero of its organization who held high offlooo In the SS 
and through tho personal friendship betwoon tho dofondant 
nllBROS and Hlnnlcr, FARBEfJ was givun top priority in tho 
allocation of concentration canp lnnatos to work at tho buna 
plant at Auschwitz. 

137. Early In 1941 F aRBE!, having socurod priority In 
the procurcnent of concentration canp labor from Auschwitz, 
undortook tho construction cf tho Buna Plant at Auschwitz. 
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floerlng Issued an order to Hinder, In or about February, 

1941, to the effect that Jews In *uschwltz and surrounding 
areas oust be Immediately vacated becauso of the Buna 
f r ct ry to bo constructed. The sold order further provided 
that concentration coop lnnatee be used for the construction 
of sold 3una worke, estlnatlng that eight to twelve thousand 
forkera would bo needed, Hlnnler and tho defendant KRaUCH were 
authorised tc prepare and fornulnte necessary orders to 
carry the foregoing Into effect, and to notify flooring when 
such orders were formulated. Pursuant to the said dlroctlvo 
of Fobruary, 1941, fror flooring to Hlnnler, tho S3 wae 
authorized to nako arrongonente with FaRBEN for tho ueo of 
concentration canp lnoatoe In tho conetructlon of the Bunn 
works. Thcroaftor, at a nooting held In Berlin, FaRBEN agreed 
with flonor a Wolff of tho S3 that It would pay tho 88 one and 
a half to four narks por day for dlffcront classes of labor 
which woro tc bo furnished by the SS fren tho ooncontratlon 
ennp at Auschwitz. Tho lowest rate was for tho labor of those 
children of tendor yoaro who -ere considered ptrong onough 
physically that they woro given tho opportunity to work for n 
short tine In lieu of lnnodicto death. Nono of tho lnnateo 
over received any portion of these naynonts. 

138. In ordor to bring nore slave workers closer to 
tho Buna plant, and thus bettor Integrate production with 
concentration camp facilities In the Auschwitz system, In 
October, 1942, FaRBEN constructed an additional camp at 
Auschwitz called Monowltz, adjacent to tho Bunn Plant site. 

Tho standard pattern of concentration camp construction wae 

• 

followed, Monowltz, like tho others, was surrounded by donBe 
barbed wire fences, charged with high toneIon electric current. 

It contained strategically placed guard towers, torture 
enclosures, and all other standard concentration canp aecessorlos 

S 
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and oqulpnent, Including a specially constructed railway 
spur leading Into lfcnowltz, over which were carried the 
well-known ■transports■ of lnnates. Monowltz received not 
cnly as cany Innatea as FaHBEN could obtain from tho 
Auschwitz concentration canp but received now lnnates and 
was odrlnlstorod In every way like all the other canps. For 
tho construction and equipping of Honcwltz, FARBEN, with the 
opcclflc approval of tho Vorstand, expended upwards of 
5,000,000 rolchsnarks. 

139. FARBEN roachod a- understanding with tho 8S relating 
to tho odrlnlstratlon of Monowltz, and, pursuant to this 
agreonont, nssuned responsibility, anong other things, for 
the furnishing of food, quartor3, and slnllar facilities. 

The policing of the concentration canp wao shnrod betwoon 
tho S3 and tho "Work Pollco" which was sot up and arnod by 
FARBEN. 

140. In tho adnlnlstratlon of tho lionowltz concentration 
canp FARBEN sot up a spoclal punlshnont division to which 
were sent workoro who did not conforn to tho r.urdorouo 
requlrenontc of production offlcloncy lnponod by FARBEN. Ao 
a result of such notion, beatlngc and other fono of corporal 
nunlshr.ont wore ndnlnlstcrod, and In nnny oases the workoro 
wore sent to tho extermination chambers at Blrkenau, another 
part of tho Auschwitz systen, which was notorious for Its 
gas chanbers and crenatcrla. 

141. FARBEN, In cor.pletc defiance of all deooncy and 
hurran conslderatlono, abused lt6 slave workers by subjecting 
thon, anong other things, tc excessively long, arduous, and 
exhausting work, utterly disregarding their health or 
physical condition. The sole criterion of the right to live 
or die was the production efficiency of said lnnates. By 
virtue of inadequate rest, Inadequate food (which was given 
to the lnnates while In bed at tho barracks), and because of 
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the Inadequate quarters (which consisted of a b3d of pollutod 
straw, shared by frcn two to four lnnates), nany died at 
their work or collapsed fron scrleus illness there contracted. 
T7lth the first signs of a decline in the production offlcloncy 
of any such workers, although caused by illness cr exhaustion, 
such workers would be subjected to the well-known "SELECTION". 
■SELECTION", la its slnplost definition nennt that if, ui>on 
a cursory exanlnatlon, It appeared that the innate would not 
be restored within a few days to full productive capacity, 
he was considered expendable and was sont to tho "Blrkennu" 
canp of Auschwitz for the ouatenary externlnation. Tho 
nennlng of "SELECTION" and "BIRKENaU" wero known to everyone 
at Auoohwlts and becono a natter of connon knowledge, 

142. Tho working conditions at tho FAHBEN Buna plant 
vroro so eevoro and unendurablo that vary often Inna toe wore 
driven to suicide by olthcr dashing through the guards and 
provoking death by rifle shot or hurling thonaolvoe into tho 
high-tension eloctrlcolly-chnrgod borbod wire foncoo. as a 
rouult of those o mditlcns, tho labor turnover in tho Buna 
plant In ono yoar onountod to at least threo hundred per cont. 
Booldes thoso who were oxtornlnatod and ocnnlttod ouleldo, 

up to and sonetlnos over ono hundred porsons died at tholr 
work evory '.ay frcn sheer exhaustion. *11 depletions 
occasioned by oxtornlnntlon and other neons of death woro 
balanood by roplaocnont with new lnnates. Thus, FARBEN 
secured n continuous supply of fresh lnnates in order to 
naintain full production.
